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PROCEEDINGS 

Of  the  Thirty-Sixth  Annual  Session 
Of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 

SESSION  ONE 

The  36th  Annual  Session  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 
began  on  Sunday  evening,  October  20,  1991,  at  Viewmont  Baptist 
Church.  The  host  pastor  was  Bill  Smith.  There  were  118  messengers  and 
133  visitors  registering,  for  a  total  of  251  representing  29  churches. 

The  Associational  Orchestra  and  Associational  Choir  provided  music 
under  the  director  of  Kenny  Robison  and  Jim  Davidson  respectively. 
After  a  word  of  welcome  from  the  host  pastor,  a  devotion  period  was  led 
by  Tom  Melzoni. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  J.  T.  Brown.  A 
report  on  registration  was  given  and  Peter  West  made  a  motion  that 
these  messengers  constitute  the  36th  Annual  Session;  second  by  Ron 
Arndt  and  approved.  Marcia  Jordan  made  a  motion  that  the  program  be 
adopted  as  printed  with  the  addition  of  Hank  Greene  and  two  additional 
hymns;  second  by  Hank  Greene  and  approved. 

After  special  music  from  the  choir,  reports  were  given  by  the  following: 
Robert  Ford,  Chaplain  at  Frye  Regional  Medical  Center;  Peter  West, 
ASSISTeam  Youth  Director;  and  Hank  Greene,  Brotherhood  Director. 

Bill  Smith  introduced  the  guest  speaker,  Dr.  Charles  B.  Nunn,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  Richmond  Baptist  Association  in  Virginia.  After  a  special 
anthem  from  the  choir  and  orchestra,  Dr.  Nunn  spoke  on  a  "new  mission 
vision"  for  the  age  of  technology  for  the  present  and  future. 

After  the  message,  applause  was  given  for  the  musicians  and  Dr. 
Nunn.  J.  T.  Brown  declared  session  one  adjourned  after  a  closing  hymn 
and  prayer,  and  the  congregation  was  treated  to  refreshments  in  the 
fellowship  hall. 

SESSION  TWO 

The  second  session  of  the  36th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Theron  Rankin 
Baptist  Association  was  held  on  October  21,  1991,  at  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Newton.  Phate  McSwain,  the  host  pastor,  welcomed  everyone 
with  a  time  of  greeting  for  each  other.  Ron  Arndt  presented  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  report,  which  was  approved  as  printed.  The  Treasurer's 
Report  was  presented  and  James  Hester  made  a  motion  that  it  be  ap- 
proved; second  by  George  Huffman,  and  approved  to  be  included  in  our 
minutes. 

Phate  McSwain  gave  the  Finance  report  with  the  proposed  budget  for 
the  coming  year.  This  proposed  budget  totaled  $106,765,  an  increase  of 
$6,927  over  last  year;  and  approved  as  printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports. 
Jim  Davidson  gave  the  Music  report  and  encouraged  participation  at  the 
N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Asheville  on  Tuesday  evening,  Novem-

ber  12,  for  the  music  service.  Rick  Jordan  expressed  appreciation  for 
support  for  last  year's  Sunday  School  leadership  (ASSISTeam).  Peter 
West  reported  over  90  people  made  professions  of  faith  this  year  in 
Vacation  Bible  School  throughout  our  association.  He  also  noted  the  Dis- 
cipleship  Training  report  included  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  Wayne  Varner 
drew  attention  to  the  Evangelism  report  noting  the  Workshop/Rally  to  be 
held  on  March  19,  1992. 

Hank  Greene  noted  the  Brotherhood's  team  of  seventeen  who  has  vol- 
unteered to  work  together  on  a  Brotherhood  Council,  and  plans  have 
been  made  to  sponsor  one  of  fifty  Polish  Baptist  pastors  to  come  to  our 
area  in  May,  1992  for  eight  days.  Ann  McSwain  highlighted  the  report 
printed  on  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  The  Moderator,  J.  T.  Brown, 
announced  that  the  cost  for  one  Polish  pastor  is  $2,000,  and  requested 
that  each  Baptist  Men's  group  contribute  $50  or  whatever  they  feel  led  to 
contribute.  He  noted  that  $50-$  100  from  each  church  would  be  sufficient. 

Ron  Arndt  gave  the  Seminary  Extension  report  and  stressed  the  date 
change  to  November  5,  1991  for  classes  at  Catawba  Memorial  Hospital 
for  those  who  minister  to  the  terminally  ill.  J.  T.  Cline  reported  that  the 
Place  and  Preacher  Committee  had  chosen  Phate  McSwain  to  preach  the 
annual  sermon  next  year  with  Bill  Smith  as  the  alternate;  and  the  meet- 
ings to  be  held  on  Sunday,  October  18,  1992,  at  Mountain  View  Church, 
and  October  19  at  North  Newton  Church.  This  was  approved.  Albert 
Young  urged  pastors  and  staff  to  get  into  the  Annuity  Board  program  as 
deeply  and  as  quickly  as  they  can.  Kathryn  Greene  introduced  her 
printed  report  on  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  and  asked  Roy  Beals  (a 
former  pastor  of  Newton,  First)  to  speak  for  a  few  minutes.  He  and  his 
wife  are  residents  at  Brookridge  Baptist  Home  in  Winston-Salem,  and  he 
noted  the  excellent  care  they  receive. 

The  Moderator  called  attention  to  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  Baptist 
Foundation  reports.  Marion  Powell  expressed  thanks  to  those  who  served 
with  him  on  the  Personnel  Committee.  Danny  Bolick,  from  the  Christian 
Life  Committee,  urged  each  person  to  speak  out  on  moral  issues  that  are 
facing  our  area  and  nation.  The  report  from  South  Mountain  Baptist 
Camp  was  mentioned  by  the  Moderator. 

Having  extra  time  available  in  the  program,  Cybil  Stewart  was  asked 
to  speak  on  our  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  Mrs.  Stewart  noted  the  dras- 
tic needs  of  the  children  in  our  Homes  today.  A  social  worker  and  another 
adult  are  assigned  to  each  home  to  help  the  children  deal  with  the  varied 
social  needs  they  have. 

George  Hemphill  requested  time  to  speak  on  education.  The  Theron 
Rankin  Baptist  Foundation  has  awarded  $4,000  for  each  of  the  last  two 
years  to  young  people  in  our  association  who  are  going  into  full-time 
Christian  service.  They  have  been  given  permission  to  promote  donations 
so  the  endowment  can  be  increased  from  $50,000  to  a  projected  $100,000. 
This  money  is  never  spent;  just  the  earnings  of  this  money  will  be  given 
to  young  people  for  college  scholarships. 
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Having  more  extra  time,  Fred  Thompson  requested  that  Albert  Young 
and  Roy  Beals  speak  to  us  on  their  experiences  in  the  early  days  of 
Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association,  which  they  graciously  did.  Following 
announcements  and  prayer  by  J.  T.  Brown,  the  messengers  were  dis- 
missed to  the  Family  Life  Center  for  the  meal. 

The  evening  session  began  with  a  hymn  and  devotional  period  led  by 
Marcia  Jordan.  The  Director  of  Missions,  James  Crocker,  recognized  new 
pastors  and  staff  ministers.  Applause  was  given  these  and  also  to  the 
ladies  of  the  church  who  prepared  the  delicious  desserts.  Certificates  of 
Appreciation  were  given  the  Sunday  School  ASSISTeam  for  reaching  the 
level  of  Standard,  which  takes  a  great  deal  of  training  and  leading  clinics 
throughout  the  year.  The  Moderator  made  special  recognition  for  James 
Hester's  leadership  as  Moderator  for  two  years  with  a  plaque  presented 
to  him. 

The  D.O.M.  mentioned  the  good  spirit  in  our  Association  and  the  tre- 
mendous potential  in  each  of  our  churches.  He  challenged  us  to  keep  our 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  we  head  into  a  new  church  year.  Rick  Jordan  led 
in  memorials  to  those  of  our  churches  who  have  passed  away  during  the 
last  associational  year. 

Bill  Smith  asked  to  make  a  nomination  for  Moderator  for  the  coming 
year.  He  nominated  George  Hemphill,  president  of  West  Deal  Clothing 
Store,  and  son  of  our  first  Moderator,  Fritz  Hemphill.  This  would  be  only 
the  second  time  a  lay  person  has  served  if  he  is  elected.  Donald  Greene 
made  a  motion  that  nominations  be  closed;  second  by  John  Quinn  and 
approved.  Therefore,  George  Hemphill  was  elected  by  acclamation. 
Homer  Greene  nominated  Ron  Arndt,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Hildebran,  as  Vice  Moderator.  Wayne  Varner  made  a  motion  that  nomi- 
nations be  closed;  second  by  Perry  Abernethy  and  approved.  Donald 
Greene  led  in  prayer  for  these  new  leaders. 

Fred  Thompson  and  the  Membership  Committee  made  a  motion  that 
Joy  Baptist  Church  be  received  into  membership  of  the  Theron  Rankin 
Baptist  Association;  approved.  Glen  Ramsey  is  the  pastor  of  Joy  Baptist 
Church.  They  also  recommended  that  Houck's  Chapel  Baptist  Church  be 
received  under  the  watchcare  for  one  year  with  the  following  guidelines: 

1.  That  a  committee  meet  quarterly  to  share  information. 

2.  That  the  pastor  and  one  lay  person  be  invited  to  attend  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  meetings  during  the  year. 

3.  The  members  of  Houck's  Chapel  be  encouraged  to  attend  the  asso- 
ciational meetings. 

4.  Also  encouraged  to  attend  the  W.M.U.  training  events. 

5.  Work  on  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the  church. 

6.  Be  good  stewards  with  the  association  and  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention. 

The  Membership  Committee  drew  up  these  guidelines  because  we  have 
not  had  any  clear  guidelines  heretofore  as  to  what  it  means  to  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  our  association.  Houck's  Chapel  Church  is  located 
about  five  miles  out  of  Longview  on  the  Old  Shelby  Road  near  Advent 
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Crossroads,  and  Perry  L.  Smith,  Sr.,  is  the  pastor.  There  was  unanimous 
approval  that  they  be  received  under  our  watchcare.  Words  of  welcome 
and  encouragement  were  given  to  these  new  members.  Perry  Abernethy 
led  in  special  prayer  for  these  new  churches. 

Following  the  business  part  of  the  program,  a  time  of  worship  was 
begun  with  prayer  and  the  reading  of  scripture.  Jeff  Olds  provided  spe- 
cial music.  James  Hester  brought  the  doctrinal  sermon  on  "servanthood" 
as  the  members  of  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  work  together.  At 
the  close  of  the  message  a  time  of  commitment  was  held. 

J.  T.  Brown  presented  the  gavel  to  George  Hemphill  as  the  new  Mod- 
erator and  his  wife  was  also  recognized.  George  Hemphill  presented  J.  T. 
Brown  with  a  plaque  for  service  as  Moderator  for  1990-1991.  George 
Hemphill  led  in  closing  prayer  and  J.  T.  Brown  declared  the  36th  Annual 
Session  adjourned. 

The  attendance  for  the  second  session  was  112  messengers  and  45 
visitors  representing  33  churches. 

CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Revised:  October  16,  1961;  October  24,  1962;  October  24,  1963;  October 
24,  1968;  October  19,  1972;  October  23,  1981;  October  24,  1986; 
October  23,  1988. 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTIVE 

The  Objective  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  advise  and  implement 
plans  for  the  enlargement  and  accomplishment  of  the  missionary  enter- 
prise of  the  member  churches  through  fellowship  and  cooperation  with 
each  other.  The  Association  shall  seek  to  recommend  measures  for  the 
increased  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  member  churches.  It  shall 
provide  an  organizational  framework  for  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of 
missions,  including  education  and  evangelism,  through  the  programs 
sponsored  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

The  Articles  of  Faith  of  this  Association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of 
fellowship  and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Memphis,  May  14,  1925. 
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ARTICLE  IV.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Missionary  Bap- 
tist Churches  which  are  members  of  the  present  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  pro- 
grams such  other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Bible  as  expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  Association, 
subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Association  and  support 
the  Southern  Baptist  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member 
churches  upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment 
of  the  objectives  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  in  regular  session  annually  in 
one  or  more  of  its  churches  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  sup- 
port of  the  cause  of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive 
Committee  may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the 
Association,  or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  or  like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  asso- 
ciation meeting,  provided  that  the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  busi- 
ness be  stated  in  the  announcements  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member 
churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  the  Association  organization,  i.e.,  Sunday 
School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood, 
shall  be  held  during  the  associational  year  under  the  Leadership  of  the 
Association  officers.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promo- 
tion of  the  missionary  enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  individual 
organizations. 

ARTICLE  VI.  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Director  of  Missions,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Direc- 
tor, Church  Training  Director,  WMU  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Di- 
rector of  Music,  three  Trustees,  Publicity  Director,  Parliamentarian,  and 
Central  Training  School  Director. 

ARTICLE  VII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows:  Execu- 
tive, Nominating,  Program,  Membership,  Resolutions,  Missions,  Finance, 
Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  Ordination,  Enrollment,  Personnel,  Central  Training  School, 
and  Youth  Ministry. 
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ARTICLE  VIII.  AMENDMENTS 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  an 
amendment,  alteration  or  repeal  shall  have  presented  to  the  churches  in 
writing  prior  to  May  1,  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting. 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Application  from  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  desiring 
membership  in  the  Association  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Membership 
Committee  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  This 
Committee  shall  report  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  Messen- 
gers of  the  applying  churches  may  be  seated  upon  its  acceptance  into  the 
membership  of  the  Association  by  two-thirds  majority  vote. 

Section  2.  Member  churches,  at  the  close  of  the  associational  year, 
shall  send  annually  to  the  Association  a  report  relative  to  the  location, 
dates  of  preaching,  membership,  baptisms,  revivals,  and  other  informa- 
tion. Forms  for  the  gathering  of  this  information  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  during 
the  week  following  the  third  Sunday  in  October  at  a  time  suggested  by 
the  Program  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Association  year  shall  close  on  September  30. 

Section  3.  Reports  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  limited  to 
300  words. 

Section  4.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  its  Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Robert's  Rules 
of  Order. 

Section  5.  Business  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of 
both:  (a)  messengers  from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church 
shall  send  three  messengers  for  the  first  100  church  members  or  portion 
thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  additional  100  members.  The  number 
of  messengers  from  a  member  church  shall  not  exceed  ten.  (b)  Members  of 
the  Associational  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  III.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote. 
The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the  floor. 
Other  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nomi- 
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nations  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close 
of  the  Annual  Meeting.  Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the 
Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  nomination 
from  the  Nominating  Committee.  However,  vacancies  occurring  in  the 
office  of  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator  between  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  without  nominations  from 
the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  Annual  Meetings  of 
the  Association  and  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  may,  by 
fraternal  visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regarding  the 
work  of  the  Association  during  the  year.  He  shall  not  be  eligible  to 
succeed  himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  He  is  ex-officio  member 
of  all  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways 
designated  by  the  Moderator.  He  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
Moderator. 

Section  4.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  the  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  of  the  Association  responsible  for  planning  and  directing  the  work 
of  the  Association  with  proper  regard  for  the  duties  of  the  elected  officers 
and  committees.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  all 
committees.  Election  and  term  of  service  of  Director  of  Missions  is  set 
forth  in  Article  IV,  Section  15. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  Association,  distrib- 
ute report  blanks  to  the  clerks  of  member  churches,  make  accurate 
records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  in  session,  and  prepare  and  issue 
the  minutes  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion. He  shall  also  serve  as  Clerk  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  deposit  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association  as  designated  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee. He  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee  and 
present  an  audited  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  The 
Treasurer  shall  calculate  the  quota  of  each  church  in  the  support  of  the 
budget  according  to  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association  and  notify 
churches  as  to  the  amount  of  their  quota. 

Section  7.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director, 
W.M.U.  Director  and  Brotherhood  Director  shall  promote  the  work  of 
their  respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meet- 
ings of  their  organizations  and  encourage  the  organizations  of  new  units 
in  the  member  churches  of  the  Association. 

Section  8.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better 
music  in  member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Committee;  leading  the 
music,  providing  accompaniment  and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  9.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed 
by  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  have  the 
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power  under  instructions  of  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, to  hold,  buy,  sell  and  convey  property;  both  real  and  personal  and 
to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  conveyance.  The  Trustees 
shall  administer  the  Scholarship  Fund.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  for 
three  years,  with  one  Trustee  rotating  off  each  year. 

Section  10.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent 
record  of  the  Association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical 
value  to  the  Association. 

Section  11.  The  Publicity  Director  shall  promote,  through  all  available 
advertising  media,  all  associational  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  the  Moderator,  or  other 
presiding  officer,  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLE  IV.  ELECTION  OF  DUTIES 
OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  All  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  All  Standing 
Committees  with  the  exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominat- 
ing Committee  shall  consist  of  one  representative  from  each  of  the  Asso- 
ciation organizations:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Brotherhood, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  Music.  These  shall  be  selected  by  their 
respective  organizations  by  May  1  of  each  year  and  their  names  submit- 
ted to  the  Executive  Committee  for  approval  and  recommendation  to  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  This  does  not  preclude  nominations 
from  the  floor.  The  Moderator  will  appoint  a  pastor  advisor  to  work  with 
the  Committee.  Members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  not  succeed 
themselves  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Pastor,  and  one  layman  from  each  church  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Duties:  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  quarterly  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  February,  May,  September  and  November  .  .  . 

A  Quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee  will  consist  of  representatives 
from  one-third  of  the  member  churches.  A  representative  is  defined  as  a 
member  of  an  associational  church  who  is  a  duly  elected  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  nominate  the  officers  and  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, with  the  exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Committees, 
and  shall  suggest  two  nominees  as  representative  to  the  General  Board 
of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  with  the  State  Conven- 
tion Committee  selecting  one  of  these.  No  person  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  Nominating  Committee  for  more  than  one  elective  office. 
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The  Nominating  Committee  shall  report  to  the  February  Executive 
Committee  meeting  for  department  directors  and  committee  chairmen. 
Adoption  of  this  report  by  the  Executive  Committee  authorizes  the  nomi- 
nees to  seek  training  opportunities  and  plan  for  the  coming  year. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members, 
including  the  host  pastor  or  pastors  and  associational  Director  of  Music. 
This  Committee  shall  prepare  and  distribute  to  member  churches  a  copy 
of  the  suggested  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  at  least  30  days  before 
the  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  receive  and  consider  all  petitionary  letters  regarding  churches 
seeking  membership  in  the  Association.  It  shall  investigate  and  make 
recommendations  concerning  any  complaints  relative  to  the  fellowship 
and  cooperation  of  member  churches. 

Section  6.  The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  draft  all  resolutions  directed  to  it  and  others  as  it  deems  wise. 

Section  7.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  (9)  members. 
Three  members  shall  be  the  Associational  W.M.U.  Director,  the  Associa- 
tional Brotherhood  Director  and  a  representative  of  the  Associational 
Sunday  School  Director.  Six  additional  members  shall  serve  three  year 
terms  with  two  members'  terms  expiring  each  year.  No  one  serving  a 
three  year  term  may  be  re-elected  to  this  Committee  until  at  least  a  year 
has  passed.  The  chairman  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nomi- 
nating Committee  from  among  the  six  members  serving  three  year  terms. 
The  chairman  will  serve  a  one  year  term  and  is  eligible  for  re-election. 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  conducting, 
and  evaluating  the  Association's  mission  program. 

1.  It  helps  the  churches  commit  themselves  to  being  in  fellowship  on 
missions  in  their  setting. 

2.  It  provides  and  interprets  information  on  mission  needs  in  the  asso- 
ciation territory  to  the  churches  in  the  Association. 

3.  It  trains  church  Missions  Committees  for  their  work. 

4.  It  assists  churches  in  doing  mission  work. 

5.  It  encourages  churches  and  associational  organizations  to  conduct 
mission  work,  and,  when  necessary,  it  conducts  mission  work  not  being 
done. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  six  members.  The 
Association  Treasurer  is  ex-officio  member  of  this  Committee.  The  Com- 
mittee is  charged  with  the  promotion  of  stewardship  in  the  Association. 
It  will  publicize  widely  and  promote  the  various  phases  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention's  program  at  home  and  abroad.  It  shall  prepare  a 
proposed  budget  for  the  Association.  It  shall  recommend  a  financial  plan 
for  subscribing  the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  will 
be  submitted  to  the  churches  for  consideration  fifty  (50)  days  prior  to  the 
Annual  Meeting.  The  Committee  shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  books  prior 
to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Committee  shall  divide 
itself  into  two  sub-committees  of  Stev/ardship  and  Auditing,  in  order  to 
perform  the  duties  set  forth  in  the  session  of  the  By-Laws. 
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Section  9.  The  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  consist  of  five 
members.  It  shall  receive  invitations  and  recommend  places  for  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association.  It  also  shall  recommend  a  preacher  and 
an  alternate  for  the  Annual  Sermon. 

Section  10.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers. It  shall  keep  abreast  of  the  moral  level  of  the  life  of  the  community. 
It  shall  lead  the  association  in  Christian  conduct,  cooperating  with  other 
groups,  such  as,  The  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  the  Allied  Church  League,  the  Citizen's  Committee  for  Good 
Government,  working  for  the  moral  improvement  of  the  Christian  Life  of 
the  community. 

Section  11.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers. It  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  plan, 
promote,  and  coordinate  all  association  evangelistic  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Ordination  Committee  shall  consist  of  twelve  mem- 
bers. It  shall  upon  invitation  of  a  member  church  and  by  direction  of  the 
moderator,  assist  in  preparing  and  conducting  the  ordination  services  of 
candidates  for  the  ministry. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist 
of  three  members.  It  shall  review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Association  as  to 
their  adoption  or  rejection.  It  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  such 
changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  which  it  deems  pertinent  to  the 
proper  functioning  of  the  Association,  its  committees  and  organizations. 

Section  14.  The  Enrollment  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairman 
selected  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  three  associates  from  each  of 
the  host  churches.  This  Committee  shall  register  the  duly  elected  mes- 
sengers to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  distinguished  guests, 
etc.  They  shall  provide  each  messenger  with  copies  of  the  program  and 
the  Book  of  Reports.  They  shall  provide  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the 
guests  and  the  messengers  by  advising  them  of  the  various  facilities  of 
the  host  church  and  location  thereof.  They  shall  provide  for  the  notifica- 
tion of  pastors,  messengers  and  guests  of  emergency  calls.  They  shall 
assist  the  Moderator  and  the  Association  Clerk  as  requested  by  them. 

Section  15.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  mem- 
bers. The  Committee  is  responsible  to  the  Association  through  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  supervising  the  paid  staff  of  the  Association.  This 
supervision  is  accomplished  through  the  setting  of  policy  and  the  desig- 
nation of  a  supervisor  for  each  employee.  The  Committee  shall  counsel 
with  each  employee  at  least  once  a  year  concerning  the  clear  definitions 
of  their  duties,  performances  of  those  duties,  facilities  for  their  work, 
salaries,  and  other  forms  of  compensation,  vacation,  sick  leave,  and  other 
absences.  The  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  concerning  com- 
pensation to  the  Finance  Committee.  The  Personnel  Committee  will  de- 
velop and  maintain  job  descriptions  for  all  staff  positions,  making  peri- 
odic studies  of  the  personnel  needs  of  the  Association,  bringing  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  recommendations  concerning  the  creation  of  new  staff 
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positions  and  any  resulting  redistribution  of  duties.  All  job  descriptions 
and  personnel  policies  will  be  recommended  to  the  Executive  Committee 
for  its  approval  prior  to  implementation. 

The  Personnel  Committee  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions 
has  full  authority  to  employ  or  terminate  any  paid  support  staff,  includ- 
ing secretaries,  custodians,  etc.  The  Committee  may  delegate  its  support 
staff  search  responsibilities  to  the  appropriate  staff  supervisor. 

The  calling  of  all  professional  ministers  to  the  Association's  paid  staff 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Committee.  A  Search  Committee 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee  whenever  a  vacancy  is  cre- 
ated in  the  professional  ministry  staff. 

The  Search  Committee  shall  bring  the  name  and  qualifications  of  its 
recommended  candidate  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Calling  of  the  can- 
didate requires  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Termi- 
nation of  a  professional  minister  requires  a  majority  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  Any  motion  to  call  or  to  terminate  a  professional 
minister  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee  mem- 
bers at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  meeting  during  which  the  vote  on  such  a 
motion  will  be  taken. 

Section  16.  The  purpose  of  the  Associational  Youth  Ministry  Commit- 
tee is  to  plan,  organize  and  promote  youth  ministry  in  the  Association. 
The  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Youth  leaders  or  representative 
of  each  of  the  five  program  organizations:  Sunday  School,  Church  Train- 
ing, Music,  Acteens  and  Pioneer  RAs.  The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from 
outside  of  the  above  mentioned  groups.  Additional  persons  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  the  Committee  by  the  chairman  as  needed. 

ARTICLE  V.  AMENDMENTS 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  business  session  of  the 
Association  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided  that  a 
minimum  of  30  days  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member 
churches.

PROCEEDINGS 

Of  The  Thirty-Seventh  Annual  Session 
Of  The  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 

SESSION  ONE 

The  37th  Annual  Session  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  be- 
gan on  Sunday  evening,  October  18,  1992,  at  Mountain  View  Baptist 
Church.  The  host  pastor  was  Marion  Powell.  There  were  140  messengers 
and  435  visitors  registering,  for  a  total  of  575  representing  30  churches. 

The  Associational  Orchestra  and  Associational  Choir  provided  music  un- 
der the  direction  of  Jim  Davidson  and  Jeff  Olds,  respectively.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  George  Hemphill.  After  a  word  of 
welcome  from  the  host  pastor,  the  congregation  joined  in  singing  a  hymn 
of  praise  and  the  theme  song,  "Together  We  Serve"  composed  by  Marcia 
Jordan.  The  devotion  was  led  by  Glenn  Ramsey.  A  special  presentation  by 
the  Associational  W.M.U.,  the  1991-92  Associational  W.M.U.  Director,  Ann 
McSwain,  presented  a  hand-made  wooden  box  for  the  storage  of  the  gavel 
that  is  used  for  the  annual  meetings. 

The  report  on  registration  of  messengers  was  given.  The  adoption  of  the 
program  was  reported  by  Marcia  Jordan. 

The  Gathering  for  Worship  included:  Invocation  given  by  Ron  Cava, 
followed  by  a  congregational  hymn  and  special  music  by  the  Associational 
Choir.  Peter  West  introduced  the  guest  speaker:  Phil  Davis,  Pastor  of 
Nations  Ford  Road  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina.  Phil  spoke 
on  the  "Unity  of  Spirit." 

Following  the  message,  the  benediction  was  given  by  Barry  Crocker  and 
Moderator  George  Hemphill  officially  declared  SESSION  ONE  adjourned. 
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SESSION  TWO 

The  second  session  of  the  37th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Theron  Rankin 
Baptist  Association  was  held  on  Monday,  October  19,  1992,  at  North  New- 
ton Baptist  Church.  George  Hemphill,  Moderator,  called  the  meeting  to 
order.  James  Hester,  the  Host  Pastor,  welcomed  everyone.  Devotions  were 
given  by  Ron  Arndt,  Pastor  of  Hildebran,  FBC,  followed  by  prayer  by  Sonja 
Murrell.  The  theme  song,  "Together  We  Serve,"  composed  by  Marcia  Jor- 
dan, was  sung  by  the  congregation  under  the  direction  of  Jim  Davidson. 

Reports  were  given  by  the  Chairman  of  each  committee: 

Hank  Greene  reported  on  the  Brotherhood  Committee,  stressing  that  it 
had  been  a  good  year.  The  Brotherhood  hosted  a  Pastor  from  Poland  with 
all  churches  taking  part  in  this  endeavor.  All  expenses  were  paid  for  and 
several  gifts  were  bought  and  sent  to  the  Pastor's  wife  and  children.  A 
training  session  for  Baptist  Men  was  held  at  Oxford  Baptist  Church. 

Peter  West  gave  the  Discipleship  Training  Report.  Six  children  partici- 
pated in  the  Children's  Bible  Drill  with  all  six  advancing  to  the  State  Drill. 

The  Finance  Report  was  given  by  James  Hester.  The  budget  of 
$108,913.00  was  approved. 

Jim  Davidson  gave  a  report  on  Music  Ministry.  He  stated  that  the  Music 
Ministry  had  been  awarded  the  "Standard  of  Excellence"  for  the  year  and 
encouraged  more  churches  to  participate  in  the  music  of  the  Association. 

Dawn  Hester  made  the  report  from  the  Nominating  Committee,  refer- 
ring to  the  Book  of  Reports  for  the  various  committees.  The  motion  was 
made  and  seconded  and  carried  without  opposition. 

Marion  Powell  thanked  the  Personnel  Committee  for  their  work  this 
year  in  replacing  personnel  as  the  need  arose. 

Rick  Jordan  reported  on  Pastoral  Ministries,  which  is  new  to  the  Asso- 
ciation this  year.  Several  workshops  are  scheduled  for  the  new  year  with 
great  opportunities. 

Jim  Davidson  reported  on  the  trip  to  Brazil  that  was  attended  by  many 
from  the  local  churches.  Donald  Greene  reported  on  the  recent  trip  to 
Russia.  Forty-nine  people  made  the  trip,  visiting  thirty-three  cities  and 
thirteen  states. 

J.  T.  Cline  reported  that  the  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  had  chosen 
Ron  Arndt  to  preach  the  Annual  Sermon  next  year  with  Jesse  Bowman  as 
alternate.  On  Day  One  the  meeting  will  be  at  Icard,  First  Baptist,  and  on 
Day  Two  at  Highland  Baptist. 

Smoot  Baker  gave  a  report  on  Retirement  Homes,  stressing  that  in 
February  an  offering  would  be  taken  by  the  churches  for  this  cause. 

Ron  Arndt  reported  for  the  Seminary  Extension,  pointing  out  that  dur- 
ing the  year  three  courses  were  taught  at  various  institutions  giving  a 
"hands  on"  training. 

Tim  McSwain  reported  that  a  "first  ever"  Associational  Senior  Adult 
Rally  was  held  with  nine  churches  represented. 

Peter  West  reported  on  Vacation  Bible  School.  One  hundred  sixty-five 
people  participated  in  the  training  this  year. 
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Ann  McSwain,  W.M.U.  Director,  gave  the  report  on  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union.  Several  workshops  and  special  activities  were  held  during  the 
year. 

Hal  Melton  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  spoke  briefly 
at  the  meeting.  Burdette  Robinson  of  Gardner  Webb  College  spoke  and 
pointed  out  in  the  near  future  the  college  would  become  a  university. 
Michael  Blackwell,  Children's  Home,  thanked  everyone  for  the  offerings  in 
the  past,  and  pointed  out  where  all  the  Homes  are  located  in  North  Caro- 
lina. 

Following  the  Returning  of  Thanks  Prayer  given  by  Art  Kreidel,  Pastor 
of  Longview  Baptist  Church,  the  messengers  were  dismissed  to  the  Fellow- 
ship Hall  for  the  evening  meal. 

The  Evening  Session  resumed  with  the  theme  song,  "Together  We 
Serve,"  and  devotion  by  Dale  Steele,  Pastor  at  Penelope  Baptist  Church. 
The  Memorial  Prayer  was  given  by  Rick  Jordan,  Associate  Pastor, 
Viewmont  Baptist  Church,  in  honor  of  those  who  have  passed  away. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  Moderator  for  the  coming  year  was  held  at 
this  time.  Marion  Powell  nominated  Ron  Arndt  as  Moderator,  the  motion 
carried.  Homer  Greene  nominated  Marion  Powell  as  Vice-Moderator  and 
the  motion  carried. 

The  Membership  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Fred  Thompson,  Pas- 
tor at  Calvary  Baptist  Church.  Three  congregations  were  received  into  the 
Association:  Houck's  Chapel  Baptist  Church,  First  Baptist  Church  of  the 
Deaf  and  Covenant  Baptist  Church. 

The  Study/Planning  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Marion  Powell.  The 
report  was  presented  as  written  with  voted  on  changes  from  the  Executive 
Committee  for  approval.  After  some  discussion,  the  report  carried. 

The  Policy  and  Procedures  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Ron  Arndt 
who  thanked  all  who  helped  with  this  endeavor,  including  Janice  Dameron 
for  typing  the  report.  The  report  was  presented  with  an  amendment  at- 
tached. This  was  read  and  explained.  Tom  Melzoni,  Pastor  of  First  Baptist 
Hickory,  questioned  the  amendment  on  basis  of  unity  best  served.  How 
would  monitoring  be  managed?  What  would  determine  and  who  would 
decide  what  determined  a  cooperating  church?  Who  would  be  included  and 
who  would  be  excluded?  Would  those  churches  dually  aligned  with  both 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Cooperative  Baptist  Fellowship 
be  considered  cooperating  churches?  After  conferring  with  the  Vice-Mod- 
erator, Moderator  George  Hemphill  answered  that  all  churches  contribut- 
ing to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  regardless  of  other  dual  align- 
ments, would  be  cooperating  churches  and  members  of  those  churches 
would  indeed  be  eligible  to  serve  as  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  or  any 
other  position  in  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association.  Dr.  Melzoni  re- 
quested that  the  Moderator's  answer  be  put  into  writing  and  moved  as  an 
addendum  to  the  amendment  to  include  the  Moderator's  answer.  The  ad- 
dendum failed  to  pass  but  the  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  was  accepted. 

Homer  Greene  presented  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee  Re- 
port. The  motion  to  operate  under  the  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  failed 
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and  the  Association  will  operate  under  the  present  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  as  now  written. 

James  Crocker,  Director  of  Missions,  welcomed  New  Pastors  and 
thanked  George  Hemphill,  Moderator,  for  his  strong  leadership  this  year. 
Dr.  Tom  Melzoni  was  granted  an  opportunity  to  speak  at  this  time  and  his 
statement  of  cooperation  was  graciously  stated. 

A  "Praise  &  Worship"  was  presented  by  the  North  Newton  Ensemble. 
The  invocation  was  given  by  Harvey  Myers  and,  due  to  the  late  hour, 
Phate  McSwain  declined  to  bring  the  message.  The  new  Moderator,  Ron 
Arndt,  pronounced  the  benediction  and  SESSION  TWO  of  1992  was  ad- 
journed. 


CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Revised:  October  16,  1961;  October  24,  1962;  October  24,  1963;  October  24, 
1968;  October  19,  1972;  October  23,  1981;  October  24,  1986;  Octo- 
ber 23,  1988. 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTIVE 

The  Objective  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  advise  and  implement  plans 
for  the  enlargement  and  accomplishment  of  the  missionary  enterprise  of 
the  member  churches  through  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  each  other. 
The  Association  shall  seek  to  recommend  measures  for  the  increased  har- 
mony and  spiritual  power  of  member  churches.  It  shall  provide  an  organi- 
zational framework  for  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  missions,  including 
education  and  evangelism,  through  the  programs  sponsored  by  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

The  Articles  of  Faith  of  this  Association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of 
fellowship  and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Memphis,  May  14,  1925. 

ARTICLE  IV.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches  which  are  members  of  the  present  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  pro- 
grams such  other  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings 
of  the  Bible  as  expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  Association,  sub- 
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scribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Association  and  support  the 
Southern  Baptist  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member 
churches  upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment 
of  the  objectives  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  in  regular  session  annually  in 
one  or  more  of  its  churches  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support 
of  the  cause  of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive 
Committee  may  be  called  upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the 
Association,  or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  or  like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  asso- 
ciation meeting,  provided  that  the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  busi- 
ness be  stated  in  the  announcements  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member 
churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  the  Association  organization,  i.e.,  Sunday 
School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood, 
shall  be  held  during  the  associational  year  under  the  Leadership  of  the 
Association  officers.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promo- 
tion of  the  missionary  enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  individual  orga- 
nizations. 

ARTICLE  VI.  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Director  of  Missions,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Direc- 
tor, Church  Training  Director,  WMU  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Di- 
rector of  Music,  three  Trustees,  Publicity  Director,  Parliamentarian,  and 
Central  Training  School  Director. 

ARTICLE  VII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows:  Execu- 
tive, Nominating,  Program,  Membership,  Resolutions,  Missions,  Finance, 
Time,  Place  and  Preacher,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  Ordination,  Enrollment,  Personnel,  Central  Training  School, 
and  Youth  Ministry. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  AMENDMENTS 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  an 
amendment,  alteration  or  repeal  shall  have  presented  to  the  churches  in 
writing  prior  to  May  1,  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Application  from  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  desiring 
membership  in  the  Association  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Membership 
Committee  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  This 
Committee  shall  report  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  Messen- 
gers of  the  applying  churches  may  be  seated  upon  its  acceptance  into  the 
membership  of  the  Association  by  two- thirds  majority  vote. 

Section  2.  Member  churches,  at  the  close  of  the  associational  year, 
shall  send  annually  to  the  Association  a  report  relative  to  the  location, 
dates  of  preaching,  membership,  baptisms,  revivals,  and  other  informa- 
tion. Forms  for  the  gathering  of  this  information  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  during 
the  week  following  the  third  Sunday  in  October  at  a  time  suggested  by 
the  Program  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Association  year  shall  close  on  September  30. 

Section  3.  Reports  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  limited  to 
300  words. 

Section  4.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  its  Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Robert's  Rules 
of  Order. 

Section  5.  Business  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of 
both:  (a)  messengers  from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church 
shall  send  three  messengers  for  the  first  100  church  members  or  portion 
thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  additional  100  members.  The  number 
of  messengers  from  a  member  church  shall  not  exceed  ten.  (b)  Members  of 
the  Associational  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  III.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote. 
The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  from  the  floor. 
Other  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nomi- 
nations by  the  Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of 
the  Annual  Meeting.  Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  upon  nomination  from  the 
Nominating  Committee.  However,  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Mod- 
erator or  Vice-Moderator  between  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  without  nominations  from  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee. 
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Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the 
Association  and  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  may,  by 
fraternal  visitation,  counsel  and  advise  with  the  churches  regarding  the 
work  of  the  Association  during  the  year.  He  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed 
himself  after  the  second  successive  term.  He  is  ex-officio  member  of  all 
committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  des- 
ignated by  the  Moderator.  He  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Modera- 
tor. 

Section  4.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  the  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  of  the  Association  responsible  for  planning  and  directing  the  work 
of  the  Association  with  proper  regard  for  the  duties  of  the  elected  officers 
and  committees.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  all 
committees.  Election  and  term  of  service  of  Director  of  Missions  is  set 
forth  in  Article  IV,  Section  15. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  Association,  distrib- 
ute report  blanks  to  the  clerks  of  member  churches,  make  accurate 
records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body  in  session,  and  prepare  and  issue 
the  minutes  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion. He  shall  also  serve  as  Clerk  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  deposit  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  Association  as  designated  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee. He  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Committee  and 
present  an  audited  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  The 
Treasurer  shall  calculate  the  quota  of  each  church  in  the  support  of  the 
budget  according  to  the  financial  plan  of  the  Association  and  notify 
churches  as  to  the  amount  of  their  quota. 

Section  7.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director, 
W.M.U.  Director  and  Brotherhood  Director  shall  promote  the  work  of 
their  respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meet- 
ings of  their  organizations  and  encourage  the  organizations  of  new  units 
in  the  member  churches  of  the  Association. 

Section  8.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music 
in  member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Committee;  leading  the  music,  provid- 
ing accompaniment  and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  9.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed 
by  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  have  the 
power  under  instructions  of  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, to  hold,  buy,  sell  and  convey  property;  both  real  and  personal  and  to 
sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  conveyance.  The  Trustees 
shall  administer  the  Scholarship  Fund.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  for 
three  years,  with  one  Trustee  rotating  off  each  year. 

Section  10.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent 
record  of  the  Association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical 
value  to  the  Association. 
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Section  11.  The  Publicity  Director  shall  promote,  through  all  available 
advertising  media,  all  associational  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  the  Moderator,  or  other 
presiding  officer,  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLE  IV.  ELECTION  OF  DUTIES 
OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  All  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  All  Standing 
Committees  with  the  exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Commit- 
tee, shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  Nominating 
Committee  shall  consist  of  one  representative  from  each  of  the  Association 
organizations:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Brotherhood,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  and  Music.  These  shall  be  selected  by  their  respective 
organizations  by  May  1  of  each  year  and  their  names  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee  for  approval  and  recommendation  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  This  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor.  The  Moderator  will  appoint  a  pastor  advisor  to  work  with  the  Com- 
mittee. Members  of  the  Nominating  Committee  may  not  succeed  them- 
selves for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Pastor,  and  one  layman  from  each  church  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Duties:  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  quarterly  on 

the  third  Tuesday  of  February,  May,  September  and  November  .  .  . 

A  Quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee  will  consist  of  representatives  from 
one-third  of  the  member  churches.  A  representative  is  defined  as  a  member 
of  an  associational  church  who  is  a  duly  elected  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall  nominate  the  officers  and  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Associa- 
tion, with  the  exception  of  the  Executive  and  Nominating  Committees,  and 
shall  suggest  two  nominees  as  representative  to  the  General  Board  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  with  the  State  Convention 
Committee  selecting  one  of  these.  No  person  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  more  than  one  elective  office. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  report  to  the  February  Executive 
Committee  meeting  for  department  directors  and  committee  chairmen. 
Adoption  of  this  report  by  the  Executive  Committee  authorizes  the  nomi- 
nees to  seek  training  opportunities  and  plan  for  the  coming  year. 

Section  4.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  in- 
cluding the  host  pastor  or  pastors  and  associational  Director  of  Music.  This 
Committee  shall  prepare  and  distribute  to  member  churches  a  copy  of  the 
suggested  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  at  least  30  days  before  the 
meeting. 
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Section  5.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members.  It 
shall  receive  and  consider  all  petitionary  letters  regarding  churches  seek- 
ing membership  in  the  Association.  It  shall  investigate  and  make  recom- 
mendations concerning  any  complaints  relative  to  the  fellowship  and  coop- 
eration of  member  churches. 

Section  6.  The  Resolutions  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members. 
It  shall  draft  all  resolutions  directed  to  it  and  others  as  it  deems  wise. 

Section  7.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  (9)  members. 
Three  members  shall  be  the  Associational  W.M.U.  Director,  the  Associa- 
tional  Brotherhood  Director  and  a  representative  of  the  Associational 
Sunday  School  Director.  Six  additional  members  shall  serve  three  year 
terms  with  two  members'  terms  expiring  each  year.  No  one  serving  a 
three  year  term  may  be  re-elected  to  this  Committee  until  at  least  a  year 
has  passed.  The  chairman  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Associational  Nomi- 
nating Committee  from  among  the  six  members  serving  three  year  terms. 
The  chairman  will  serve  a  one  year  term  and  is  eligible  for  re-election. 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning,  conducting, 
and  evaluating  the  Association's  mission  program. 

1.  It  helps  the  churches  commit  themselves  to  being  in  fellowship  on 
missions  in  their  setting. 

2.  It  provides  and  interprets  information  on  mission  needs  in  the  asso- 
ciation territory  to  the  churches  in  the  Association. 

3.  It  trains  church  Missions  Committees  for  their  work. 

4.  It  assists  churches  in  doing  mission  work. 

5.  It  encourages  churches  and  associational  organizations  to  conduct 
mission  work,  and,  when  necessary,  it  conducts  mission  work  not  being 
done. 

Section  8.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  six  members.  The 
Association  Treasurer  is  ex-officio  member  of  this  Committee.  The  Com- 
mittee is  charged  with  the  promotion  of  stewardship  in  the  Association.  It 
will  publicize  widely  and  promote  the  various  phases  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention's  program  at  home  and  abroad.  It  shall  prepare  a  proposed 
budget  for  the  Association.  It  shall  recommend  a  financial  plan  for  sub- 
scribing the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  churches  for  consideration  fifty  (50)  days  prior  to  the  Annual 
Meeting.  The  Committee  shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  books  prior  to  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Committee  shall  divide  itself  into 
two  sub-committees  of  Stewardship  and  Auditing,  in  order  to  perform  the 
duties  set  forth  in  the  session  of  the  By-Laws. 

Section  9.  The  Place  and  Preacher  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers. It  shall  receive  invitations  and  recommend  places  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  It  also  shall  recommend  a  preacher  and  an 
alternate  for  the  Annual  Sermon. 

Section  10.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers. It  shall  keep  abreast  of  the  moral  level  of  the  life  of  the  community. 
It  shall  lead  the  association  in  Christian  conduct,  cooperating  with  other 
groups,  such  as,  The  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
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Convention,  the  Allied  Church  League,  the  Citizen's  Committee  for  Good 
Government,  working  for  the  moral  improvement  of  the  Christian  Life  of 
the  community. 

Section  11. The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members. 
It  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  plan,  promote, 
and  coordinate  all  association  evangelistic  activities. 

Section  12.  The  Ordination  Committee  shall  consist  of  twelve  members. 
It  shall  upon  invitation  of  a  member  church  and  by  direction  of  the  mod- 
erator, assist  in  preparing  and  conducting  the  ordination  services  of  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist 
of  three  members.  It  shall  review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Association  as  to  their 
adoption  or  rejection.  It  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  such  changes  in 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  which  it  deems  pertinent  to  the  proper 
functioning  of  the  Association,  its  committees  and  organizations. 

Section  14.  The  Enrollment  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairman 
selected  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  three  associates  from  each  of 
the  host  churches.  This  Committee  shall  register  the  duly  elected  messen- 
gers to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  distinguished  guests,  etc. 
They  shall  provide  each  messenger  with  copies  of  the  program  and  the 
Book  of  Reports.  They  shall  provide  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  guests 
and  the  messengers  by  advising  them  of  the  various  facilities  of  the  host 
church  and  location  thereof.  They  shall  provide  for  the  notification  of  pas- 
tors, messengers  and  guests  of  emergency  calls.  They  shall  assist  the  Mod- 
erator and  the  Association  Clerk  as  requested  by  them. 

Section  15.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members. 
The  Committee  is  responsible  to  the  Association  through  the  Executive 
Committee  for  supervising  the  paid  staff  of  the  Association.  This  supervi- 
sion is  accomplished  through  the  setting  of  policy  and  the  designation  of  a 
supervisor  for  each  employee.  The  Committee  shall  counsel  with  ».;ach  em- 
ployee at  least  once  a  year  concerning  the  clear  definitions  of  their  duties, 
performances  of  those  duties,  facilities  for  their  work,  salaries,  and  other 
forms  of  compensation,  vacation,  sick  leave,  and  other  absences.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  make  recommendations  concerning  compensation  to  the  Fi- 
nance Committee.  The  Personnel  Committee  will  develop  and  maintain  job 
descriptions  for  all  staff  positions,  making  periodic  studies  of  the  personnel 
needs  of  the  Association,  bringing  the  Executive  Committee  recommenda- 
tions concerning  the  creation  of  new  staff  positions  and  any  resulting  re- 
distribution of  duties.  All  job  descriptions  and  personnel  policies  will  be 
recommended  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  its  approval  prior  to  imple- 
mentation. 

The  Personnel  Committee  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions 
has  full  authority  to  employ  or  terminate  any  paid  support  staff,  including 
secretaries,  custodians,  etc.  The  Committee  may  delegate  its  support  staff 
search  responsibilities  to  the  appropriate  staff  supervisor. 
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The  calling  of  all  professional  ministers  to  the  Association's  paid  staff  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Committee.  A  Search  Committee  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee  whenever  a  vacancy  is  created  in 
the  professional  ministry  staff. 

The  Search  Committee  shall  bring  the  name  and  qualifications  of  its 
recommended  candidate  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Calling  of  the  candi- 
date requires  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Termina- 
tion of  a  professional  minister  requires  a  majority  approval  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  Any  motion  to  call  or  to  terminate  a  professional  minister 
must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Committee  members  at 
least  30  days  prior  to  the  meeting  during  which  the  vote  on  such  a  motion 
will  be  taken. 

Section  16.  The  purpose  of  the  Associational  Youth  Ministry  Committee 
is  to  plan,  organize  and  promote  youth  ministry  in  the  Association.  The 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Youth  leaders  or  representative  of 
each  of  the  five  program  organizations:  Sunday  School,  Church  Training, 
Music,  Acteens  and  Pioneer  RAs.  The  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  out- 
side of  the  above  mentioned  groups.  Additional  persons  may  be  appointed 
to  the  Committee  by  the  chairman  as  needed. 

ARTICLE  V.  AMENDMENTS 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  business  session  of  the 
Association  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided  that  a 
minimum  of  30  days  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member 
churches.

PROCEEDINGS 


Of  The  Thirty-Eighth  Annual  Session 
Of  The  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 


SESSION  ONE 


The  38th  Annual  Session  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  be- 
gan on  Sunday  evening,  October  17,  1993,  at  Highland  Baptist  Church. 
The  host  pastor  was  Mack  Mathis.  There  were  128  messengers  and  191 
visitors  registering,  for  a  total  of  319  representing  33  churches. 

The  Associational  Orchestra  and  Associational  Choir  provided  music  un- 
der the  direction  of  Jim  Davidson  and  Kenny  Robinson,  respectively.  The 
meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Ron  Arndt.  Jeff  Olds,  Asso- 
ciational Music  Director,  led  the  congregational  hymn  and  this  was  fol- 
lowed by  words  of  welcome  from  the  host  pastor.  The  Director  of  Missions 
expressed  appreciation  to  Highland  Baptist  Church  for  their  gracious  hos- 
pitality, and  shared  words  of  challenge  with  the  messengers  and  guests. 

Following  the  formal  enrollment  of  messengers  and  the  adoption  of  the 
program,  Marcia  Jordan,  chair  of  the  Program  Committee,  introduced  the 
Procession  of  Church  Flags,  a  new  and  exciting  feature  added  to  this  year's 
program. 

The  "Gathering  for  Worship"  featured:  Invocation  by  Ed  Yount,  guest 
speakers,  Mildred  McWhorter  and  Charles  Chaney;  solo  by  Rick  Jordan; 
Anthem  and  Choral  Meditation  by  the  Associational  Choir;  and  the  bene- 
diction pronounced  by  Associational  Brotherhood  Director  Hank  Greene. 

Moderator  Ron  Arndt  officially  declared  Session  One  adjourned  and 
messengers  and  guests  were  invited  to  a  reception  honoring  our  guest 
speakers. 
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SESSION  TWO 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:00  p.m.  by  the  Moderator. 

The  agenda  was  followed  as  printed  with  each  one  filling  their  place. 

It  was  reported  just  after  the  meeting  opened  that  there  were  101  mes- 
sengers and  24  visitors  present  at  this  time. 

The  Moderator,  after  having  opened  with  welcome  and  inspiration, 
called  for  reports  from  committees  and  organizations. 

All  of  the  reports  were  accepted  or  adopted  as  printed  in  the  agenda 
except  the  financial  recommendation  and  proposed  budget. 

This  was  finally  accepted  as  presented  but  only  after  attempts  were 
suggested  to  alter  the  proposed  budget  as  it  had  been  sent  from  the  Execu- 
tive Board  at  their  meeting  in  September. 

Explanation  and  what  transpired 

The  Financial  Statement  and  proposed  budget  were  presented  for  adop- 
tion by  Chairperson  Pat  Pearce  and  were  seconded  by  Leonard  Tolbert. 
Discussion  was  then  called  for.  Hank  Greene  stood  and  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  the  effect  that  we  restore  the  report  to  its  original  form  as  pre- 
sented to  the  Executive  Board  at  their  last  meeting  before  it  was  amended 
there. 

At  the  Executive  Meeting,  the  original  stated  that  cuts  be  made  on  all 
requests  of  missions/evangelism  by  at  least  50%.  There  was  also  a  recom- 
mendation on  the  original  report  that  raises  of  6%  be  given  to  the  DOM 
and  the  secretary  after  it  had  been  requested  at  9%  by  the  Personnel 
Committee.  Because  of  certain  stipulations  implied,  the  Executive  Board 
accepted  the  6%  for  the  secretary,  but  felt  that  at  this  time,  due  to  the 
Association's  depleted  funds  that  they  should  not  raise  the  DOM.  Before 
the  vote  was  taken  James  stood  and  asked  that  the  request  for  pay  for  him 
should  be  withdrawn.  This  is  the  form  that  was  accepted  and  approved  by 
the  Executive  Board  and  was  the  form  presented  to  the  Annual  Session. 
Thus  Hank  Greene  was  asking  the  Annual  Session  to  override  the  Execu- 
tive Board  (which  they  can  do)  and  return  to  the  original  form.  This  was 
presented  as  an  amendment  to  the  motion  on  the  floor.  Ben  Rowe  seconded 
Mr.  Greene's  amendment.  Discussion  followed.

Association  in  our  churches. 
James  Hester  —  spoke  against 
Call  for  question  —  Bill  Combs 
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The  amendment  as  presented  by  Hank  Greene  was  defeated. 

Ron  Cava  offered  an  amendment  to  raise  both  secretary  and  DOM  4.5% 
instead  of  the  proposal  presented  by  the  Financial  Committee. 

Mack  Mathis  —  seconded  this  motion. 

Dawn  Hester  —  spoke  against 

Mrs.  Smith  —  spoke  in  response  to  Mrs.  Hester's  comment  about  the 

funds  ofWMU. 
Dennis  Richards  —  asked  for  clarification. 
Ron  Johnson  —  spoke  against 

Hank  Greene  —  spoke  for  the  motion  and  made  an  emotional  plea 
stating  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  not  tithing  and  that  perhaps 
others  were  guilty  also  and  that  all  of  us  needed  to  tithe  and 
maybe  this  was  what  was  wrong. 
Perry  Abernathy  —  spoke  and  reminded  us  that  many  people  more 

than  tithed. 
Ed  Yount  —  called  for  question. 
This  amendment  failed  to  pass. 

The  budget  as  presented  by  the  Financial  Committee  was  finally  voted 
on  and  passed. 

The  Membership  Committee  moved  that  we  receive  into  membership 
New  Hope  Baptist  Church.  Brant  Hoots  seconded.  The  church  was  re- 
ceived into  the  fellowship  and  thus  become  the  newest  congregation  of  the 
Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association. 

Agency  reports  received. 

Recessed  for  the  evening  meal  together. 

After  the  meal,  the  meeting  continued  with  another  agency  report. 
New  attendance  figures  were  given  at  this  time.  141  messengers  and  56 
visitors  were  presented  as  the  final  count  for  the  evening. 
Election  of  officers: 
James  Hester  nominated  Ron  Arndt  to  another  term. 
Bill  Smith  moved  that  the  nomination  be  closed. 
George  Hemphill  seconded  this  motion. 
Motion  carried.  Ron  Arndt  was  re-elected  unopposed. 
George  Huffman  nominated  Smoot  Baker  for  Vice  Moderator. 
Pat  Pearce  nominated  Hank  Greene  for  Vice  Moderator. 
Smoot  Baker  was  elected  as  Vice  Moderator. 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  presented  for  adop- 
tion by  Bill  Smith,  Chairman.  Several  questions  arose  and  were  explained. 

Ron  Johnson  attempted  to  get  the  day  of  the  week  of  the  annual  session 
not  to  be  specified,  but  failed  for  lack  of  support.  Rick  Jordan  questioned 
the  wording  as  to  when  the  annual  meetings  would  be  conducted.  The 
Committee  accepted  his  recommendation  and  changed  the  wording  in  the 
section  as  to  the  day  of  the  meetings  to  read  that  they  would  be  the  first 
Sunday  in  May  and  the  third  Sunday  and  Monday  in  October.  The  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws,  as  amended,  passed. 

Policy  and  Procedures  additions  and  corrections  were  presented  and 
passed.

The  choir  from  Icard  First  Baptist  blessed  all  present  through  their 
music. 

Rev.  Ron  Arndt  brought  the  annual  message  and  challenged  all  of  us 
through  this  inspired  message. 

New  officers  were  presented  by  the  DOM,  James  Crocker,  and  the  Bene- 
diction was  pronounced.

CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Revised:  October  16,  1961;  October  24,  1962;  October  24,  1963;  October  24, 
1968;  October  19,  1972;  October  23,  1981;  October  24,  1986;  Octo- 
ber 23,  1988;  October  18,  1993. 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association, 
Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  shall  be  to  nur- 
ture fellowship  and  harmony  among  the  member  churches,  to  assist  them 
in  achieving  their  purpose,  and  to  engage  in  direct  cooperative  mission 
activities. 

ARTICLE  III.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

The  Articles  of  Faith  of  this  Association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of 
fellowship  and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Memphis,  May  14,  1925. 

ARTICLE  IV.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Baptist  Churches 
which  are  members  of  the  present  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  pro- 
grams such  other  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible 
as  expressed  in  the  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  Association,  subscribe  to  the 
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Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Association  and  support  the  Southern 
Baptist  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member 
churches  upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment 
of  the  objectives  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  hold  two  annual  meetings:  in  the 
spring  and  in  the  fall  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of  the 
Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of 
the  causes  of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the 
Executive  Board.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  may  be  called 
upon  request  of  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  Association,  or  upon  peti- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Board,  or  like  number  of 
messengers  to  the  past  regular  Associational  meeting,  provided  that  the 
intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the  announcements 
which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  Associational  organizations,  such  as,  Sunday 
School,  Church  Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood, 
shall  be  held  during  the  Associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Association  officers  and  Directors.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be 
the  promotion  of  the  missionary  enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  indi- 
vidual organizations. 

ARTICLE  VI.  OFFICERS 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Director  of  Missions,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Direc- 
tor, Discipleship  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Semi- 
nary Extension  Director,  Media  Library  Director,  Pastoral  Ministries  Di- 
rector, Director  of  Music,  Youth  Director  and  Parliamentarian. 

ARTICLE  VII.  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  work  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  between  Annual  Meet- 
ings by  the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows:  Nomi- 
nating, Program,  Church  Advisory,  Missions  Development,  Finance, 
Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  Personnel. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended  during  either  the  Spring  or  the  Fall 
Annual  Meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided 
that  such  an  amendment,  alteration  or  repeal  shall  have  presented  to  the 
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churches  in  writing  at  least  ninety  days  preceding  the  next  Annual  Meet- 
ing. 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  A  church  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  ap- 
ply using  forms  provided  by  the  Association.  The  Church  Advisory  Com- 
mittee shall  review  such  application  and  advise  the  Executive  Board  of 
their  recommendation.  Upon  approval  by  the  Executive  Board,  an  appli- 
cant church  shall  be  received  into  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  one  year  from  the  time  of  such  approval. 

Section  2.  After  an  applicant  church  has  completed  one  year  of 
watchcare,  the  Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  whether  to  receive  the  church  into  membership,  continue 
the  watchcare  for  an  additional  year,  or  deny  the  request. 

Section  3.  During  the  period  of  watchcare,  the  applicant  church  shall 
provide  all  information  requested  by  the  Church  Advisory  Committee,  and 
shall  elect  representatives  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the 
Executive  Board.  No  member  of  an  applicant  church  may  vote  or  hold 
office  in  any  meeting  or  organization  of  the  Association. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  recommend  a  church  whose  ap- 
plication has  been  approved  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Association. 
Membership  shall  be  granted  upon  two-thirds  of  messengers  voting,  and 
shall  be  effective  immediately. 

Section  5.  Any  church  desiring  to  establish  a  mission  within  the  field 
served  by  this  Association  shall  do  so  in  cooperation  with  the  Missions 
Development  Committee.  Mission  churches  shall  be  represented  in  the 
Executive  Board  and  Associational  meetings  by  the  sponsoring  church. 
When  a  mission  church  is  duly  constituted,  membership  in  this  Associa- 
tion may  be  requested. 

Section  6.  If  a  member  church  should  divide,  the  group  leaving  the 
established  church  shall  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  of  membership 
within  this  Association,  and  any  member  of  the  departing  group  shall 
immediately  forfeit  any  office  or  position  held  within  this  Association  or  its 
organizations. 

Section  7.  Member  churches  shall  provide  information  each  year  on 
Forms  provided  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  the 
spring  and  in  the  fall.  The  spring  meeting,  a  time  for  inspiration,  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Sunday  in  May.  The  fall  meeting,  a  time  for  reports, 
business  and  inspiration,  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Sunday  and  Monday  in 
October  at  a  time  suggested  by  the  Program  Committee  and  approved  by 
the  Executive  Board. 
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Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the 
Executive  Board  as  needed.  Such  special  meetings  shall  be  scheduled  and 
publicized  by  the  leadership  of  the  Association.  The  intended  purpose  of 
the  special  meeting(s)  must  be  stated  in  the  announcements  which  shall  be 
sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  The  Associational  year  shall  begin  on  October  1  of  each  year 
and  shall  close  on  September  30  of  the  following  year. 

Section  4.  Reports  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  be  limited  to  three 
hundred  words. 

Section  5.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  its  Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Robert's  Rules 
of  Order,  latest  revision. 

Section  6.  Business  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of 
both:  (a)  messengers  from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church 
shall  send  three  messengers  for  the  first  100  church  members  or  portion 
thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  additional  100  members.  The  number 
of  messengers  from  a  member  church  shall  not  exceed  ten,  and  (b)  Mem- 
bers of  the  Associational  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  III.  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

Section  1.  Membership.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of 
the  pastor  and  two  lay  persons  from  each  of  the  member  churches  of  the 
Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  plus  the  officers  of  the  Association. 
These  persons  shall  constitute  the  voting  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  2.  Meetings.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once 
quarterly  on  Tuesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  the  following  months: 
February,  May,  September  and  November.  Special  meetings  may  be  called 
as  specified  in  the  Constitution. 

Section  3.  Quorum.  A  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  will  consist  of 
representatives  from  one-third  of  the  member  churches.  A  representative 
is  defined  as  a  member  of  an  Associational  church  who  is  a  duly  elected 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  Recommendations.  Recommendations  from  the  Executive 
Board  will  be  made  to  the  Association  in  either  the  May  or  October  meet- 
ing or  a  special  called  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  5.  Authority.  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to 
conduct  the  business  of  the  Association  between  annual  sessions  but  shall 
not  have  the  authority  to  override  the  decisions  of  the  Association  made  in 
annual  sessions. 

The  Executive  Board  is  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees 
as  needed  to  perform  its  responsibilities. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  nominate,  in  the  September  meeting,  nomi- 
nees to  serve  as  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator.  These  nominations  shall 
be  presented  by  the  Clerk  to  the  October  meeting. 
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When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  position  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Executive  Board  will  request  that  the  Nominating  Committee  recommend 
to  the  Executive  Board  a  Search  Committee  to  fill  this  vacant  position. 

ARTICLE  IV.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Council  shall  include  the  Director  of  Mis- 
sions, the  Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Clerk,  the  Sunday  School 
Director,  the  W.M.U.  Director,  the  Brotherhood  Director,  the  Music  Direc- 
tor, the  Missions  Development  Director,  the  Stewardship  Director,  the 
Youth  Director,  the  Discipleship  Training  Director,  the  Pastoral  Ministries 
Director,  the  Chair  of  the  Personnel  Committee,  the  Seminary  Extension 
Director,  the  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and 
the  Chair  of  the  Christian  Life  Committee. 

The  Associational  Council  shall  plan  a  Calendar  of  Associational  activi- 
ties and  foster  communication  among  Associational  Officers,  Chairpersons 
and  Directors  of  organizations  and  ministries.  The  Council  shall  study  the 
needs  of  the  Association,  its  churches  and  its  people,  proposing  long-term 
and  short-term  goals  for  meeting  these  needs,  developing  plans  for  attain- 
ing these  goals,  and  reviewing  and  evaluating  progress  toward  attaining 
these  goals. 

ARTICLE  V.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  All  Officers  of  the  Association  except  the  Director  of  Mis- 
sions shall  be  elected  by  majority  vote.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Executive  Board  in  the  September  meeting. 
These  nominations  shall  be  placed  before  the  October  Annual  Meeting  by 
the  Clerk.  Other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  with  the  prior 
consent  of  the  nominee.  Other  officers,  except  the  Director  of  Missions, 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the 
floor.  No  Officer,  Director  or  Chairperson  may  serve  more  than  five  con- 
secutive one-year  terms.  Other  term  limitations  are  indicated  in  the  appro- 
priate by-law.  Term  limitations  do  not  apply  to  the  Director  of  Missions. 
All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 
Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by 
the  Executive  Board  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  Committee. 
However,  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator 
between  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board 
without  nominations  from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  be  a  person  of  outstanding  spiritual 
maturity  and  commitment,  cooperative  with  and  supportive  of  the  work  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  The  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  the  Association.  The  Moderator  shall  support,  promote 
and  give  leadership  to  the  ministries  of  the  Association,  shall  preside  over 
the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Association  and  all  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Board,  and  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees.  The  Moderator 
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shall  report  on  the  work  of  the  Executive  Board  to  the  October  meeting. 
This  report  shall  be  included  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  The  Moderator  shall 
appoint  the  Parliamentarian  and,  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Mis- 
sions and  the  Vice-Moderator,  a  committee  of  three  persons  from  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  who  shall  recommend  to  the  September  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  a  Chairperson  and  five  other  members  to  serve  as  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee  of  the  Association.  The  Moderator  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  election  to  more  than  two  successive  terms. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator,  who  shall  be  a  person  of  outstanding 
spiritual  maturity  and  commitment,  cooperative  and  supportive  of  the 
work  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  the  Association,  shall  assist  the  Moderator  in 
ways  designated  by  the  Moderator,  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  work  with  the  Moderator  and  the  Director  of  Mis- 
sions in  selecting  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Director  of  Missions,  as  the  Chief  Administrative  Offi- 
cer of  the  Association,  shall  implement  policies,  procedures  and  instruc- 
tions as  stated  in  the  Constitution,  the  By-Laws,  the  Manual  of  Policies 
and  Procedures,  and  actions  taken  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive 
Board.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely  with  Associational  offic- 
ers, committees  and  organizations  in  determining  the  needs  of  the  Associa- 
tion, its  member  churches,  its  people,  and  the  area  served  by  the  Associa- 
tion, and  in  developing  objectives,  procedures  and  programs  to  meet  these 
needs.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  counselor  and  shepherd  to 
our  churches,  ministers  and  members.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  an  ex- 
officio  member  of  all  committees.  Election  and  term  of  service  of  Director 
of  Missions  are  set  forth  in  these  By-Laws. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  Association,  serving 
as  Clerk  at  all  Executive  Board  meetings  and  all  Annual  Associational 
Meetings.  The  Clerk  shall  record  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Board  and 
distribute  these  minutes  at  the  next  Executive  Board  meeting.  The  Clerk 
shall  record  the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Meetings  and  prepare  copies  of  the 
minutes  which  shall  be  distributed  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  October 
Annual  Meeting.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  report  forms  to  the  member 
Churches  by  September  1  of  each  year  and  request  their  return  to  the 
Associational  Office  by  the  second  week  in  October.  The  Clerk  shall  see 
that  copies  of  all  Minutes  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Annual  Meetings 
are  properly  filed  in  the  Associational  Office.  The  Clerk  shall  present  to 
the  October  Annual  Meeting  the  nominations  of  the  Executive  Board  for 
the  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator.  The  Clerk  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  shall  sign  checks  for  the 
disbursement  of  all  funds  as  designated  by  the  Association  or  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  The  Treasurer  shall  submit  a  written  report  quarterly  to  the 
Executive  Board  and  present  a  written  report  to  the  October  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Association.  This  report  is  to  be  included  in  the  Book  of  Reports. 
The  Treasurer  shall  be  prepared  to  answer  questions  at  any  meeting  of  the 
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Association  or  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  books  for  audit 
by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  who  is  not  a  member  of  a  church  in 
this  Association.  This  Audit  shall  be  presented  to  the  Spring  Annual  Meet- 
ing. The  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Section  7.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Director, 
W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Stewardship 
Director,  Seminary  Extension  Director,  Youth  Ministry  Director,  Music 
Director,  Media  Library  Director,  Missions  Development  Director  and  Pas- 
toral Ministries  Director  shall  promote  the  work  of  their  respective  organi- 
zations, lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  of  their  organizations 
and  encourage  the  organizations  of  new  units  in  the  member  churches. 
They  shall  serve  as  members  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  8.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  mu- 
sic in  member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Board  and,  as  requested,  at  other 
Associational  functions,  leading  the  music,  providing  accompaniment  and 
arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  9.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  Asso- 
ciation in  all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed 
by  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Board.  They  shall  have  the  power 
under  instructions  of  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Board,  to  hold, 
buy,  sell  and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all 
papers  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  conveyance.  The  Trustees  shall  serve 
as  members  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Scholarship  Foundation. 

Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  with  one  Trustee  rotating  off 
each  year.  Trustees  may  not  serve  successive  terms. 

Section  10.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent 
record  of  the  Association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value 
to  the  Association. 

Section  11.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Director  shall  assist  the  pastoral 
ministry  teams  of  the  member  churches,  both  personally  and  profession- 
ally, by  planning  and/or  conducting  educational  programs. 

Section  12.  The  Parliamentarian  shall,  upon  request,  advise  the  pre- 
siding officer  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as 
follows:  Nominating,  Program,  Church  Advisory,  Missions  Development, 
Finance,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism,  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  Per- 
sonnel. All  Standing  Committees  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting  upon  nomination  by 
the  Nominating  Committee. 

Chairpersons  and  Directors  may  not  serve  more  than  five  consecutive 
one-year  terms.  Committee  members  may  not  serve  more  than  two  con- 
secutive one-year  terms.  One  year  must  elapse  between  terms  in  all  posi- 
tions. 
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Section  2.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson 
and  five  additional  members,  three  ministers  and  three  lay  persons  who 
broadly  represent  the  area  and  membership  of  the  Association,  elected  by 
the  October  Annual  Meeting  upon  nomination  by  the  Executive  Board, 
acting  upon  recommendation  by  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the 
Moderator,  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Vice-Moderator.  Other  nomi- 
nations may  be  made  from  the  floor  with  prior  approval  of  the  nominee(s). 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  the  officers  and  the  Standing 
Committees  of  the  Association,  with  the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  members  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Nominating  Commit- 
tee, and  shall  suggest  two  nominees  as  representatives  to  the  General 
Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  with  the  State 
Convention  Committee  selecting  one  of  these.  No  person  shall  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  Nominating  Committee  for  more  than  one  elective  office, 
except  for  the  Search  Committee. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  report  to  the  February  Executive 
Board  meeting  department  Directors  and  committee  Chairpersons.  Adop- 
tion of  this  report  by  the  Executive  Board  authorizes  the  nominee  to  seek 
training  opportunities  and  plan  for  the  coming  year. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  position  for  which  the  Nominating  Commit- 
tee holds  the  responsibility  of  nomination,  the  Committee  will  recommend 
to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  a  person  to  fill  the  position. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, recommend  a  Search  Committee  to  seek  a  Director  of  Missions. 
The  Search  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  lay  persons  and  three 
ministers.  No  church  shall  have  two  members  serving  on  the  Search  Com- 
mittee. 

No  person  may  serve  two  consecutive  terms  on  the  Nominating  Commit- 
tee. No  church  may  have  more  than  one  person  serving  on  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and 
four  members  with  one  member  rotating  off  each  year,  plus  the  host  pastor 
or  pastors  of  the  churches  where  the  Annual  Meetings  shall  be  held  during 
that  year  and  the  Associational  Director  of  Music  serving  ex-officio.  This 
Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Board  the  host  churches, 
speakers  and  programs  for  the  Annual  Meetings  as  far  in  advance  as 
possible. 

Section  4.  The  Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  chairper- 
son and  four  members,  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year.  This 
Committee  will  seek  to  foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation 
among  the  member  churches  and  the  Association.  It  shall,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  other  officers  of  the  Association,  work 
with  churches  that  may  be  experiencing  difficulties  within  their  fellowship 
upon  the  request  of  the  church,  work  with  churches  which  may  be  experi- 
encing difficulties  in  the  relationship  with  the  Association,  work  closely 
with  the  Missions  Development  Committee  when  a  church  expresses  a 
desire  to  sponsor  a  mission  church,  and  provide  application  forms  and

information  to  churches  seeking  membership  in  the  Association,  making 
appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  5.  The  Missions  Development  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Di- 
rector, plus  six  members  serving  two-year  terms  with  two  members  rotat- 
ing off  each  year. 

The  Missions  Development  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning, 
conducting,  and  evaluating  the  Association's  mission  program.  It  shall 
provide  and  interpret  information  regarding  mission  needs  in  the  Associa- 
tional  field,  shall  make  recommendations  regarding  these  needs  to  the 
churches  in  the  Association,  and  shall  train  church  Missions  Committees 
for  their  work  and  shall  assist  churches  in  doing  mission  work. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Stewardship 
Director,  who  shall  serve  as  Chairperson,  and  six  members  with  two  mem- 
bers rotating  off  each  year.  The  Associational  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an 
ex-officio  member  of  this  Committee.  The  Committee  is  charged  with  the 
promotion  of  stewardship  in  the  Association.  It  shall  prepare  a  proposed 
budget  for  the  Association  and  shall  recommend  a  financial  plan  for  sub- 
scribing the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Executive  Board  by  September  1  of  each  year.  The  Commit- 
tee shall  meet  periodically  throughout  the  year  to  monitor  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Association  and  recommend  any  necessary  changes  or 
constraints  to  the  Executive  Board. 

The  Stewardship  Director  shall  lead  the  Association  and  its  member 
churches  in  the  development  and  implementation  of  Christian  steward- 
ship. 

Section  7.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson 
and  six  members  with  two  rotating  off  each  year.  The  Committee  shall 
consist  of  persons  who  are  informed  and  concerned  about  critical  moral 
and  social  issues.  It  shall  inform  the  churches  of  critical  moral  and  social 
issues  and  then  lead  in  Christian  action  to  meet  those  needs. 

Section  8.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and 
four  members  with  one  rotating  off  each  year.  The  Committee  shall  de- 
velop and  promote  a  continuing  program  of  evangelism  among  the  member 
churches  by  providing  training  and  inspirational  opportunities  for  all  in- 
terested persons.  The  Committee  shall  also  plan  and  promote  an  annual 
evangelism  conference  for  the  Association. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist 
of  a  Chairperson  and  three  members,  with  one  member  rotating  off  each 
year.  It  shall  review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
and  make  recommendations  to  the  Association  as  to  their  adoption  or 
rejection.  It  shall  annually  review  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  the 
Policies  and  Procedures  Manual,  and  shall  submit  such  changes  to  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  which  it  deems  pertinent  to  the  proper  func- 
tioning of  the  Association,  its  committees  and  organizations.  All  proposed 
changes,  whether  from  individuals,  committees  or  organizations  shall  be 
submitted  to  this  Committee  not  later  than  April  1  of  each  year,  in  order  to 
meet  deadlines  for  submitting  proposed  changes.  All  changes  proposed  by 
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this  Committee  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  members  not 
less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Section  10.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson 
and  six  members  from  six  different  member  churches  with  two  members 
rotating  off  each  year.  The  Committee  is  responsible  to  the  Association 
through  the  Executive  Board  for  supervising  the  Director  of  Missions  as 
described  in  the  job  description  and  in  the  Director  of  Missions/Associa- 
tional  Covenant.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  responsible  for  supervising 
the  paid  staff  of  the  Association  in  consultation  with  the  Personnel  Com- 
mittee, according  to  the  job  descriptions.  The  Committee  shall  conduct  an 
annual  evaluation  of  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Paid  Staff,  and  shall 
recommend  whether  to  continue  employment  beyond  retirement  age.  The 
Personnel  Committee  will  develop  job  descriptions  for  paid  staff  positions 
in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  as  need  may  arise,  making 
periodic  studies  of  the  personnel  needs  of  the  Association,  bringing  to  the 
Executive  Board  recommendations  concerning  the  creation  of  new  staff 
positions.  The  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Personnel  Committee  shall 
constitute  the  Search  Committee  for  the  securing  of  ministerial  staff.  All 
job  descriptions  and  personnel  policies  for  staff  and  ministerial  positions 
will  be  recommended  to  the  Executive  Board  for  its  approval  prior  to 
implementation. 

The  Director  of  Missions,  in  consultation  with  the  Personnel  Committee, 
has  full  authority  to  employ  or  terminate  any  paid  support  staff,  including 
secretary,  groundskeeper,  and  custodian.  The  calling  or  the  termination  of 
all  professional  ministers  to  the  Association's  paid  staff  is  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  Executive  Board,  requiring  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board. 

The  Committee  shall  recommend  annual  staff  compensation  adjust- 
ments, in  coordination  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee for  inclusion  in  the  annual  proposed  budget. 

Section  11.  The  Properties  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson 
and  six  members,  three  women  and  three  men,  with  two  members  rotating 
off  each  year.  This  Committee  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of 
Missions,  administer  the  maintenance  of  all  Associational  property.  This 
will  be  accomplished  through  submitting  budget  requests,  maintaining  an 
inventory,  and  seeing  that  proper  insurance  coverage  is  carried. 

Section  12.  All  Officers,  Department  Directors  and  Committee  Chairs 
shall  avail  themselves  of  training  which  will  enhance  their  service,  submit 
written  reports  to  the  Executive  Board  as  needed,  and  submit  an  annual 
report  which  shall  be  included  in  the  Book  of  Reports. 

ARTICLE  VI.  CALLING  AND  TERM  OF  SERVICE  OF  DIRECTOR 
OF  MISSIONS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

Notice  of  a  motion  to  call  or  to  terminate  a  Director  of  Missions  or  any 
professional  minister  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board 
members  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  meeting  during  which  the  vote  on 
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such  a  motion  will  be  taken,  and  shall  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  those 
voting. 

ARTICLE  VII.  AMENDMENTS 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided  that  a 
minimum  of  30  days  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member 
churches.

PROCEEDINGS 

Of  The  Thirty-Ninth  Annual  Session 
Of  The  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 


The  Session  opened  at  4:00  pm  when  the  Rev.  Ron  Arndt  struck  the  gavel 
signifying  the  session's  beginning. 

The  printed  agenda  was  followed.  The  moderator,  according  to  the 
agenda,  called  for  the  reports.  They  were  accepted  and  adopted  as  printed  in 
the  agenda  with  the  exception  of  the  proposed  budget.  A  question  arose  as  to 
the  proposed  amount  for  the  Evangelism  budget.  An  amendment  was  made  to 
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add  $2700  to  the  $300  already  budgeted  for  Evangelism  in  order  to  fund  the 
Here's  Hope  Simultaneous  Revival  in  1995.  The  amendment  was  passed. 

Rev.  Fred  Thompson,  Church  Advisory  Committee  Chairman,  along  with 
his  report  called  on  the  assembly  to  recognize  Mr.  Perry  Abernathy  for  his  long 
years  of  service  to  the  Association.  He  received  a  standing  ovation. 

A  motion  was  entertained  to  have  all  churches  participate  as  an 
Association  in  the  "Here's  Hope  Revival"  in  1995. 

Ron  Cava  motioned  and  Bobby  Earls  seconded. 

The  Persoimel  Committee  along  with  their  report  called  on  the  assembly 
and  James  Crocker  was  congratulated  on  the  receiving  of  the  Doctorate  of 
Ministry  Degree  from  Drew  University. 

Baptist  Hospital  report  was  from  Calvin  Knight. 

Baptist  State  Convention  of  NC  was  represented  by  Stephen  E.  Sumerel. 

Mars  Hill  College  was  represented  by  Rick  Hinshaw. 

Children's  Homes  of  NC  was  represented  by  Donna  Lail. 
Recess  for  Dinner 
Reconvened 

The  nomination  by  the  Executive  Board  of  Rev,  Dermis  Richard,  First 
Baptist  Claremont,  was  presented  to  serve  as  Moderator  and  seconded  by  Bryan 
Clark.  He  was  elected  by  acclamation.  No  other  name  was  submitted.  The 
name  of  Rev.  Ed  Yount  was  submitted  by  the  Executive  Board  to  serve  as  Vice- 
Moderator  and  seconded  by  Hank  Greene.  He  was  elected  unanimously. 

Constitution  and  By-Laws  proposal  by  Dr.  Bill  Smith  was  seconded  by 
Homer  Greene,  passed  with  no  opposition. 

The  proposal  to  meet  only  in  October  according  to  the  "old"  way  passed. 

Dr.  James  Crocker,  Director  of  Missions,  recognized  new  ministers  who 
came  into  the  association  during  the  past  year,  and  on  behalf  of  the  association, 
presented  out-going  Moderator,  Ron  Arndt,  with  an  "Award  of  Appreciation" 
plaque. 

After  all  the  business,  the  assembly  was  blessed  with  a  truly  inspirational 
message  from  the  Rev.  Dale  Steele  from  the  host  church,  Penelope  Baptist 
Church. 

Before  the  session  was  closed  the  gavel  was  passed  to  the  newly  elected 
Moderator,  Rev.  Dennis  Richards,  who  led  in  Prayer. 

Rev.  Ron  Arndt  declared  the  session  over  and  all  adjourned.

CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Revised:       October  16,  1961;  October  24,  1962;  October  24,  1963;  October  24,  1968; 

October  19,  1972;  October  23,  1981;  October  24,  1986;  October  23,  1988; 
October  18,  1993. 
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This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association, 
Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  BL  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  shall  be  to  nurture 
fellowship  and  harmony  among  the  member  churches,  to  assist  them  in  achieving  their 
purpose,  and  to  engage  in  direct  cooperative  mission  activities. 

ARTICLE  m.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

The  Articles  of  Faith  of  this  Association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  fellowship 
and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  May  9,  1963 

ARTICLE  IV.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Baptist  Churches  which  are 
members  of  the  present  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  programs  such 
other  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as  expressed  in  the 
Articles  of  Faith  of  the  Association,  subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Association  and  support  the  Southern  Baptist  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Missions 
program. 

Section  3.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member  churches 
upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  objectives  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Sunday  and  following  Monday  in  October  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of  the  causes 
of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the  Executive 
Board.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  may  be  called  upon  request  of  any 
officers  or  committee  of  the  Association,  or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Board,  or  like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  Associational 
meeting,  provided  that  the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the 
announcements  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  Associational  organizations,  such  as,  Sunday  School, 
Discipleship  Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  shall  be  held 
during  the  Associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  Association  officers  and 
Directors.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  missionary 
enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  individual  organizations. 
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The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Director 
of  Missions,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Evangelism 
Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Seminary  Extension  Director,  Media  Library  Director, 
Pastoral  Ministries  Director,  Director  of  Music,  Youth  Director  and  Parliamentarian. 

ARTICLE  VIL  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  work  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  between  Annual  Meetings  by  the 
Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  Vm.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows:  Nominating, 
Program,  Church  Advisory,  Missions  Development,  Finance,  Christian  Life, 
Evangelism,  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  Personnel. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended  during  the  Annual  Meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  an  amendment,  alteration  or  repeal  shall 
have  been  presented  to  the  churches  in  writing  at  least  ninety  days  preceding  the  next 
Annual  Meeting. 


BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  L  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  A  church  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  apply  using 
forms  provided  by  the  Association.  The  Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  review  such 
application  and  advise  the  Executive  Board  of  their  recommendation.  Upon  approval  by 
the  Executive  Board,  an  applicant  church  shall  be  received  into  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year  from  the  time  of  such  approval. 

Section  2.  After  an  applicant  church  has  completed  one  year  of  watchcare,  the 
Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Board  whether  to 
receive  the  church  into  membership,  continue  the  watchcare  for  an  additional  year,  or 
deny  the  request. 

Section  3.  During  the  period  of  watchcare,  the  applicant  church  shall  provide  all 
information  requested  by  the  Church  Advisory  Committee,  and  shall  elect 
representatives  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Board.  No 
member  of  an  applicant  church  may  vote  or  hold  office  in  any  meeting  or  organization  of 
the  Association. 
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Section  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  recommend  a  church  whose  application  has 
been  approved  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Association.  Membership  shall  be 
granted  upon  two-thirds  of  messengers  voting,  and  shall  be  effective  immediately. 

Section  5.  Any  church  desiring  to  establish  a  mission  within  the  field  served  by 
the  Association  shall  do  so  in  cooperation  with  the  Missions  Development  Committee. 
Mission  churches  shall  be  represented  in  the  Executive  Board  and  Associational 
meetings  by  the  sponsoring  church.  When  a  mission  church  is  duly  constituted, 
membership  in  this  Association  may  be  requested. 

Section  6.  If  a  member  church  should  divide,  the  group  leaving  the  established 
church  shall  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  within  this  Association,  and 
any  office  or  position  held  within  the  Association  or  its  organizations. 

Section  7.  Member  churches  shall  provide  information  each  year  on  Forms 
provided  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IL  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Sunday  and  following  Monday  in  October  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of  the  causes 
of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the  Executive 
Board  as  needed.  Such  special  meetings  shall  be  scheduled  and  publicized  by  the 
leadership  of  the  Association.  The  intended  purpose  of  the  special  meeting(s)  must  be 
stated  in  the  announcements  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  The  Associational  year  shall  begin  on  October  1  of  each  year  and  shall 
close  on  September  30  of  the  following  year. 

Section  4.  Reports  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  with  the  exception 
of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  be  limited  to  three  hundred  words. 

Section  5.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  its 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  latest 
revision. 

Section  6.  Business  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  both:  (a) 
messengers  from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church  shall  send  three 
messengers  for  the  first  100  church  members.  The  number  of  messengers  from  a 
member  church  shall  not  exceed  ten,  and  (b)  members  of  the  Associational  Executive 
Board. 

ARTICLE  m.  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

Section  1.  Membership.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor 
and  two  lay  persons  from  each  of  the  member  churches  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist 
Association  plus  the  officers  of  the  Association.  These  persons  shall  constitute  the 
voting  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  2.  Meetings.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  quarterly  on 
Tuesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  the  following  months:  February,  May, 
September  and  November.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  as  specified  in  the 
Constitution. 
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Section  3.  Quorum.  A  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  will  consist  of 
representatives  from  one-third  of  member  churches.  A  representative  is  defined  as  a 
member  of  an  Associational  church  who  is  a  duly  elected  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  4.  Recommendations.  Recommendations  from  the  Executive  Board  will 
be  made  to  the  Association  in  the  October  meeting  or  a  special  called  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

Section  5.  Authority.  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  conduct 
the  business  of  the  Association  between  annual  sessions  but  shall  not  have  the  authority 
to  override  the  decisions  of  the  Association  made  in  the  annual  sessions. 

The  Executive  Board  is  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees  as  needed 
to  perform  its  responsibilities. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  nominate,  in  the  September  meeting,  nominees  to 
serve  as  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator.  These  nominations  shall  be  presented  by  the 
Clerk  to  the  October  meeting. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  position  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the  Executive 
Board  will  request  that  the  Nominating  Committee  recommend  to  the  Executive  Board  a 
Search  Committee  to  till  this  vacant  position. 

ARTICLE  IV.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Council  shall  include  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Clerk,  the  Sunday  School  Director,  the  W.M.U. 
Director,  the  Brotherhood  Director,  the  Music  Director,  the  Missions  Development 
Director,  the  Stewardship  Director,  the  Youth  Director,  the  Discipleship  Training 
Director,  the  Pastoral  Ministries  Director,  the  Chair  of  the  Personnel  Committee,  the 
Seminary  Extension  Director,  the  chair  of  the  committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
and  the  Chair  of  the  Christian  Life  Committee. 

The  Associational  Council  shall  plan  a  Calendar  of  Associational  activities  and 
foster  communication  among  Associational  Officers,  Chairpersons  and  Directors  of 
organizations  and  ministries.  The  Council  shall  study  the  needs  of  the  Association,  its 
churches  and  its  people,  proposing  long-term  and  short-term  goals  for  meeting  these 
needs,  developing  plans  for  attaining  these  goals,  and  reviewing  and  evaluating  progress 
toward  attaining  these  goals. 

ARTICLE  V.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  All  Officers  of  the  Association  except  the  Director  of  Missions  shall 
be  elected  by  majority  vote.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  Executive  Board  in  the  September  meeting.  These  nominations  shall  be  placed 
before  the  October  Annual  Meeting  by  the  Clerk.  Other  nominations  may  be  made  from 
the  floor  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominee.  Other  officers,  except  the  Director  of 
Missions,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  No 
Officer,  Director  of  Chairperson  may  serve  more  than  five  consecutive  one-year  terms. 
Other  term  limitations  are  indicated  in  the  appropriate  by-law.  Term  limitations  do  not 
apply  to  the  Director  of  Missions.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of 
the  Annual  Meeting.  Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be 
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filled  by  the  Executive  Board  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  committee. 
However,  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator  between 
meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board  without  nominations 
from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  be  a  person  of  outstanding  spiritual  maturity  and 
commitment,  cooperative  with  and  supportive  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State 
convention  of  North  Carolina,  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Association. 
The  Moderator  shall  support,  promote  and  give  leadership  to  the  ministries  of  the 
Association,  shall  preside  over  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Association  and  all  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees.  The 
Moderator  shall  report  on  the  work  of  the  Executive  Board  to  the  October  meeting. 
This  report  shall  be  included  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  the 
Parliamentarian  and,  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Vice- 
Moderator,  a  committee  of  three  persons  from  the  Executive  Board  who  shall 
recommend  to  the  September  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  a  chairperson  and  five 
other  members  to  serve  as  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association.  The 
Moderator  shall  not  be  eligible  for  election  to  more  than  two  successive  terms. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator,  who  shall  be  a  person  of  outstanding  spiritual 
maturity  and  commitment,  cooperative  and  supportive  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Association, 
shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  designated  by  the  Moderator,  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  Moderator,  and  shall  work  with  the  Moderator  and  the  Director  of 
Missions  in  selecting  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Director  of  Missions,  as  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the 
Association,  shall  implement  policies,  procedures  and  instructions  as  stated  in  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  Manual  of  Policies  and  Procedures,  and  actions  taken  by 
the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely 
with  the  Associational  officers,  committees  and  organizations  in  determining  the  needs 
of  the  Association,  its  member  churches,  its  people,  and  the  area  served  by  the 
Association,  and  in  developing  objectives,  procedures  and  programs  to  meet  these 
needs.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  counselor  and  shepherd  to  our  churches, 
ministers  and  members.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  all 
committees.  Election  and  term  of  service  of  Director  of  Missions  are  set  forth  in  these 
By-Laws. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  Association,  serving  as  Clerk  at 
all  Executive  Board  meetings  and  all  Annual  Associational  Meetings.  The  Clerk  shall 
record  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Board  and  distribute  these  minutes  at  the  next 
Executive  Board  meeting.  The  Clerk  shall  record  the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Meetings 
and  prepare  copies  of  the  minutes  which  shall  be  distributed  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  October  Annual  Meeting.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  report  forms  to  the  member 
churches  by  September  1  of  each  year  and  request  their  return  to  the  Associational 
office  by  the  second  week  in  October.  The  Clerk  shall  see  that  copies  of  all  Minutes  of 
the  Executive  Board  and  the  Annual  Meetings  are  properly  filed  in  the  Associational 
office.  The  Clerk  shall  present  to  the  October  Annual  Meeting  the  nominations  of  the 
Executive  Boa^d  for  the  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator.  The  Clerk  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  shall  sign  checks  for  the  disbursement 
of  all  funds  as  designated  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board.  The  Treasurer 
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shall  submit  a  written  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Board  and  present  a  written 
report  to  the  October  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  This  report  is  to  be  included 
in  the  Book  of  Reports.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  prepared  to  answer  questions  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  books  for  audit 
by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  who  is  not  a  member  of  a  church  in  this  Association. 
This  audit  shall  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an 
ex-oflicio  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  7.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Director,  W.M.U. 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Seminary 
Extension  Director,  Youth  Ministry  Director,  Music  Director,  Media  Library  Director, 
Missions  Development  Director  and  Pastoral  Ministries  Director  shall  promote  the  work 
of  their  respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  of  their 
organizations  and  encourage  the  organizations  of  new  units  in  the  member  churches. 
They  shall  serve  as  members  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  8.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music  in 
member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board  and  ,  as  requested,  at  other  Associational  functions, 
leading  the  music,  providing  accompaniment  and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  9.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  Association  in  all 
matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed  by  the  Association  and/or 
the  Executive  Board.  They  shall  have  the  power  under  instructions  of  the  Association 
and/  or  the  Executive  Board,  to  hold,  buy,  sell  and  convey  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  conveyance.  The  Trustees 
shall  serve  as  members  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Scholarship  Foundation. 

Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  with  one  Trustee  rotating  off  each  year. 
Trustees  may  not  serve  successive  terms. 

Section  10.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of  the 
Association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value  to  the  Association. 

Section  11.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Director  shall  assist  the  pastoral  ministry 
teams  of  the  member  churches,  both  personally  and  professionally,  by  planning  and/or 
conducting  educational  programs. 

Section  12.  The  parliamentarian  shall,  upon  request,  advise  the  presiding  officer 
on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows: 
Nominating,  Program,  Church  Advisory,  Missions  Development,  Finance,  Christian 
Life,  Evangelism,  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  Personnel.  All  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  upon  nomination  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Chairpersons  and  Directors  mav  not  serve  more  than  five  consecutive  one-year 
terms.  Committee  members  may  not  serve  more  than  two  consecutive  one-year  terms. 
One  year  must  elapse  between  terms  in  all  positions. 

Section  2.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  five 
additional  members,  three  ministers  and  three  lay  persons  who  broadly  represent  the 
area  and  membership  of  the  Association,  elected  by  the  October  Annual  Meeting  upon 
nomination  by  the  Executive  Board,  acting  upon  recommendation  by  a  committee  of

three  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Vice-Moderator. 
Other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  with  prior  approval  of  the  nominee(s). 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  the  officers  and  the  Standing  Committees  of 
the  Association,  with  the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  members  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  shall  suggest  two  nominees  as 
representatives  to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
with  the  State  Convention  Committee  selecting  one  of  these.  No  person  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  for  more  than  one  elective  office,  except  for 
the  Search  Committee. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  report  to  the  February  Executive  Board  meeting 
department  Directors  and  committee  Chairpersons.  Adoption  of  this  report  by  the 
Executive  Board  authorizes  the  nominee  to  seek  training  opportunities  and  plan  for  the 
coming  year. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  position  for  which  the  Nominating  Committee  holds 
the  responsibility  of  nomination,  the  Committee  will  recommend  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Board  a  person  to  fill  the  position. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Board, 
recommend  a  Search  Committee  to  seek  a  Director  of  Missions.  The  Search  Committee 
shall  be  composed  of  three  lay  persons  and  three  ministers.  No  church  shall  have  two 
members  serving  on  the  Search  Committee. 

No  person  may  serve  two  consecutive  terms  on  the  Nominating  Committee.  No 
church  may  have  more  than  one  person  serving  on  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  four 
members  with  one  member  rotating  off  each  year,  plus  the  host  pastor  or  pastors  of  the 
churches  where  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  during  that  year  and  the  Associational 
Director  of  Music  serving  ex-officio.  This  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the 
Executive  Board  the  host  churches,  speakers  and  programs  for  the  Annual  Meetings  as 
far  in  advance  as  possible. 

Section  4.  The  Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  chairperson  and 
four  members,  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year.  This  Committee  will  seek  to 
foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation  among  the  member  churches  and  the 
Association.  It  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  other  officers  of 
the  Association,  work  with  churches  that  may  be  experiencing  difficulties  within  the 
fellowship  upon  the  request  of  the  church,  work  with  churches  which  may  be 
experiencing  difficulties  in  the  relationship  with  the  Association,  work  closely  with  the 
Missions  Development  Committee  when  a  church  expresses  a  desire  to  sponsor  a 
mission  church,  and  provide  application  forms  and  information  to  churches  seeking 
membership  in  the  Association,  making  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Executive 
Board. 

Section  5.  The  Missions  Development  Committee  shall  consist  of  Director,  plus 
six  members  serving  two-year  terms  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year. 

The  Missions  Development  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning, 
conducting,  and  evaluating  the  Association's  mission  program.  It  shall  provide  and 
interpret  information  regarding  mission  needs  in  the  Associational  field,  shall  make 
recommendations  regarding  these  needs  to  the  churches  in  the  Association,  and  shall 
train  church  Missions  Committees  for  their  work  and  shall  assist  churches  in  doing 
mission  work. 
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Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Stewardship  Director,  who 
shall  serve  as  Chairperson,  and  six  members  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year. 
The  Associational  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  this  Committee. 
The  Committee  is  charged  with  the  promotion  of  stewardship  in  the  Association.  It 
shall  prepare  a  proposed  budget  for  the  Association  and  shall  recommend  a  fmancial 
plan  for  subscribing  the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  by  September  1  of  each  year.  The  Committee  shall 
meet  periodically  throughout  the  year  to  monitor  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Association  and  recommend  any  necessary  changes  or  constraints  to  the  Executive 
Board. 

The  Stewardship  Director  shall  lead  the  Association  and  its  member  churches  in 
the  development  and  implementation  of  Christian  stewardship. 

Section  7.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members  with  two  rotating  off  each  year.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  persons  who 
are  informed  and  concerned  about  critical  moral  and  social  issues.  It  shall  inform  the 
churches  of  critical  moral  and  social  issues  and  then  lead  in  Christian  action  to  meet 
those  needs. 

Section  8.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  four 
members  with  one  rotating  off  each  year.  The  committee  shall  develop  and  promote  a 
continuing  program  of  evangelism  among  the  member  churches  by  providing  training 
and  inspirational  opportunities  for  all  interested  persons.  The  Committee  shall  also 
plan  and  promote  an  annual  evangelism  conference  for  the  Association. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist  of  a 
Chairperson  and  three  members,  with  one  member  rotating  off  each  year.  It  shall 
review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  the  Policies  and 
Procedures  Manual,  and  shall  submit  such  changes  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
which  it  deems  pertinent  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  Association,  its  committees 
and  organizations.  All  proposed  changes,  whether  from  individuals,  committees  or 
organizations  shall  be  submitted  to  this  Committee  not  later  than  April  of  each  year,  in 
order  to  meet  deadline  for  submitting  proposed  changes.  All  changes  proposed  by  this 
Committee  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  members  not  less  than  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Section  10.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members  from  six  different  member  churches  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year. 
The  Committee  is  responsible  to  the  Association  through  the  Executive  Board  for 
supervising  the  Director  of  Missions/Associational  Covenant.  The  Director  of  Missions 
is  responsible  for  supervising  the  paid  staff  of  the  Association  in  consultation  with  the 
Personnel  Committee,  according  to  the  job  descriptions.  The  Committee  shall  conduct 
an  annual  evaluation  of  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  paid  staff,  and  shall 
recommend  whether  to  continue  employment  beyond  retirement  age.  The  Personnel 
Committee  will  develop  job  descriptions  for  paid  staff  positions  in  consultation  with  the 
Director  of  Missions,  as  need  may  arise,  making  periodic  studies  of  the  personnel  needs 
of  the  Association,  bringing  to  the  Executive  Board  recommendations  concerning  the 
creation  of  new  staff  positions.  The  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Personnel  Committee 
shall  constitute  the  Search  Committee  for  the  securing  of  ministerial  staff.  All  job 
descriptions  and  personnel  policies  for  staff  and  ministerial  positions  will  be 
recommended  to  the  Executive  Board  for  its  approval  prior  to  implementation. 
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The  Director  of  Missions,  in  consultation  with  the  Personnel  Committee,  has  full 
authority  to  employ  or  terminate  any  paid  support  staff,  including  secretary, 
groundskeeper,  and  custodian.  The  calling  or  the  teirnination  of  all  professional 
ministers  to  the  Association's  paid  staff  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Board, 
requiring  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Board. 

The  Committee  shall  recommend  annual  staff  compensation  adjustments,  in 
coordination  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  inclusion  in 
the  annual  proposed  budget. 

Section  11.  The  Properties  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members,  three  women  and  three  men,  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year.  This 
Committee  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  administer  the 
maintenance  of  all  Associational  property.  This  will  be  accomplished  through 
submitting  budget  requests,  maintaining  an  inventory,  and  seeing  that  proper  insurance 
coverage  is  carried. 

Section  12.  All  Officers,  Department  Directors  and  Committee  Chairs  shall  avail 
themselves  of  training  which  will  enhance  their  service,  submit  written  reports  to  the 
Executive  Board  as  needed,  and  submit  an  annual  report  which  shall  be  included  in  the 
Book  of  Reports. 

ARTICLE  VL  CALLING  AND  TERM  OF  SERVICE  OF  DIRECTOR  OF 
MISSIONS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

Notice  of  a  motion  to  call  or  to  terminate  a  Director  of  Missions  or  any 
professional  minister  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board  members  at 
least  30  days  prior  to  the  meeting  during  which  the  vote  on  such  motion  will  be  taken, 
and  shall  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  those  voting. 


The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided  that  a  rriinimum  of 
30  days  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member  churches.

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A  Brief  History  of  Organizing  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 

Helen  Cater,  Historian 

For  several  years  prior  to  1955,  discussions  had  been  held  about  dividing 
the  South  Fork  Baptist  Association  with  one  association  centering  around  the 
Lincolnton  area  and  the  other  around  the  Hickory  area.  Because  of  the  distance 
between  the  two  areas,  it  was  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  bring  together 
both  areas  for  associational  activities. 

Upon  recommendation  from  a  special  committee  the  South  Fork  Baptist 
Association  (which  was  composed  of  churches  from  both  Lincoln  and  Catawba 
Counties)  at  their  October  7,  1955  annual  session  adopted  the  committees' 
report  "that  a  new  association  be  formed  in  the  'North  Area'  which  is 
essentially  in  Catawba  County." 

The  South  Fork  Association  retained  the  Associational  Missionary,  the 
missionary's  home,  the  missionary  car,  all  office  equipment,  and  any  other 
property  not  specifically  mentioned.  Also,  they  were  to  retain  all  funds 
(including  the  Scholarship  Fund)  together  with  all  liabilities.  All  Churches 
from  both  'areas'  would  continue  sending  funds  to  the  South  Fork  Treasurer 
through  December  31,  1955  and  participate  in  the  activities  of  South  Fork 
Association. 

A  "Called  Session"  was  held  with  both  groups  present  on  November  6, 
1955  at  Maiden,  First  Church.  At  this  session  24  churches  from  the  South  Fork 
Baptist  Association  and  two  churches  from  the  South  Mountain  Baptist 
Association  in  Burke  County  came  under  with  watchcare  of  the  new 
association. 

Messengers  from  the  churches  forming  the  new  association  moved  to  the 
East  Maiden  Church  where  they  elected  the  following  officers:  Moderator, 
Rev.  Fritz  D.  Hemphill;  Vice  Moderator,  Rev.  Roger  E.  Williams,  Jr.;  Clerk, 
Miss  Helen  Cater;  Treasurer,  Rev.  James  E.  Wilder. 

Plans  were  made  to  form  an  Executive  Committee,  elect  officers,  adopt  a 
budget,  select  a  name,  etc.  The  first  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  held  on 
November  26,  1955  at  the  Oyama  Church  (now  Fairgrove  Church).  The  name 
"Theron  Rankin"  was  chosen  honoring  the  memory  of  Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin, 
form  Foreign  Missionary  to  China  (who  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Japanese) 
and  late  head  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  SBC.

PROCEEDINGS 

Of  The  Fortieth  Annual  Session 
Of  The  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 

Session  Two 

The  Moderator,  Dermis  Richards,  struck  the  gavel  promptly  at  4:00  pm 
marking  the  opening  of  the  40th  Session  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist 
Association. 

The  printed  agenda  was  followed.  Reports  were  called  for  and  all  were 
accepted  as  printed  in  the  agenda. 

Officers  and  committee  members  were  elected  as  recommended  in  the 
Nominating  Committee's  report. 

The  Executive  Board  recommended  that  the  current  Moderator,  Dermis 
Richards,  pastor  of  Claremont,  First  Baptist,  and  Vice-Moderator,  Ed  Yount, 
pastor  of  Woodlawn  Baptist,  be  reelected  for  another  term.  There  were  no 
additional  nominations  from  the  floor.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator 
were  elected  unanimously.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee 
presented  a  motion  (previously  submitted  in  writing  to  all  of  the  churches)  that 
all  references  to  the  November  Executive  Board  meeting  be  stricken  from  the 
by-laws.  The  motion  passed  without  opposition.  Martha  Gryder,  chairperson 
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for  the  Associational  Missions  Development  Committee,  presented  a  motion 
that  the  Association  participate  in  the  American  Belarussian  Relief 
Organization  summer  program.  The  motion  carried  unanimously. 

After  everyone  had  enjoyed  the  spaghetti  supper,  we  returned  for  the 
evening  session  where  the  Ladies  Ensemble  from  the  host  church,  Central 
Baptist,  blessed  us  with  beautiful  and  spiritual  music  after  which  Bill  Smith, 
pastor  of  Viewmont  Baptist,  blessed,  inspired  and  challenged  us  with  a  most 
impressive  message. 

Moderator,  Dennis  Richards,  declared  the  session  over  and  we  adjourned. 

Total  attendance  for  the  session  was  155  messengers  and  32  churches.

ARTICLE  L  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association, 
Incorporated. 

i 

ARTICLE  IL  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  shall  be  to  nurture 
fellowship  and  harmony  among  the  member  churches,  to  assist  them  in  achieving  their 
purpose,  and  to  engage  in  direct  cooperative  mission  activities. 

ARTICLE  m.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

The  Articles  of  Faith  of  tins  Association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  fellowship 
and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  May  9,  1963 

ARTICLE  IV.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Baptist  Churches  which  are 
members  of  the  present  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  programs  such 
other  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as  expressed  in  the 
Articles  of  Faith  of  the  Association,  subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Association  and  support  the  Southern  Baptist  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Missions 
program. 
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Section  3.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member  churches 
upon  their  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  objectives  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Sunday  and  following  Monday  in  October  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of  the  causes 
of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the  Executive 
Board.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  may  be  called  upon  request  of  any 
officers  or  committee  of  the  Association,  or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Board,  or  like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  Associational 
meeting,  provided  that  the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the 
announcements  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  Associational  organizations,  such  as,  Sunday  School, 
Discipleship  Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  shall  be  held 
during  the  Associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  Association  officers  and 
Directors.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  missionary 
enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  individual  organizations. 

ARTICLE  VL  OFFICERS 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Director 
of  Missions,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Evangelism 
Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Seminary  Extension  Director,  Media  Library  Director, 
Pastoral  Ministries  Director,  Director  of  Music,  Youth  Director  and  Parliamentarian. 

ARTICLE  Vn.  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  work  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  between  Annual  Meetings  by  the 
Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows:  Nominating, 
Program,  Church  Advisory,  Missions  Development,  Finance,  Christian  Life, 
Evangelism,  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  Personnel. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended  during  the  Annual  Meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  an  amendment,  alteration  or  repeal  shall 
have  been  presented  to  the  churches  in  writing  at  least  ninety  days  preceding  the  next 
Annual  Meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  A  church  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  apply  using 
forms  provided  by  the  Association.  The  Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  review  such 
application  and  advise  the  Executive  Board  of  their  recommendation.  Upon  approval  by 
the  Executive  Board,  an  applicant  church  shall  be  received  into  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year  from  the  time  of  such  approval. 

Section  2.  After  an  applicant  church  has  completed  one  year  of  watchcare,  the 
Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Board  whether  to 
receive  the  church  into  membership,  continue  the  watchcare  for  an  additional  year,  or 
deny  the  request. 

Section  3.  During  the  period  of  watchcare,  the  applicant  church  shall  provide  all 
information  requested  by  the  Church  Advisory  Committee,  and  shall  elect 
representatives  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Board.  No 
member  of  an  applicant  church  may  vote  or  hold  office  in  any  meeting  or  organization  of 
the  Association. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  recommend  a  church  whose  application  has 
been  approved  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Association.  Membership  shall  be 
granted  upon  two-thirds  of  messengers  voting,  and  shall  be  effective  immediately. 

Section  5.  Any  church  desiring  to  establish  a  mission  within  the  field  served  by 
the  Association  shall  do  so  in  cooperation  with  the  Missions  Development  Committee. 
Mission  churches  shall  be  represented  in  the  Executive  Board  and  Associational 
meetings  by  the  sponsoring  church.  When  a  mission  church  is  duly  constituted, 
membership  in  this  Association  may  be  requested. 

Section  6.  If  a  member  church  should  divide,  the  group  leaving  the  established 
church  shall  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  within  this  Association,  and 
any  office  or  position  held  within  the  Association  or  its  organizations. 

Section  7.  Member  churches  shall  provide  information  each  year  on  Forms 
provided  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IL  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Sunday  and  following  Monday  in  October  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of  the  causes 
of  missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the  Executive 
Board  as  needed.  Such  special  meetings  shall  be  scheduled  and  publicized  by  the 
leadership  of  the  Association.  The  intended  purpose  of  the  special  meeting(s)  must  be 
stated  in  the  announcements  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  The  Associational  year  shall  begin  on  October  1  of  each  year  and  shall 
close  on  September  30  of  the  following  year. 

Section  4.  Reports  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  with  the  exception 
of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  be  limited  to  three  hundred  words. 
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Section  5.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  its 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  latest 
revision. 

Section  6.  Business  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  both:  (a) 
messengers  from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church  shall  send  three 
messengers  for  the  first  100  church  members.  The  number  of  messengers  from  a 
member  church  shall  not  exceed  ten,  and  (b)  members  of  the  Associational  Executive 
Board. 

ARTICLE  m.  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

Section  1.  Membership.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor 
and  two  lay  persons  from  each  of  the  member  churches  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist 
Association  plus  the  officers  of  the  Association.  These  persons  shall  constitute  the 
voting  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  2.  Meetings.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  on  Tuesday  following  the 
third  Sunday  of  the  following  months:  February,  May,  and  September.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  as  specified  in  the  Constitution. 

Section  3.  Quorum.  A  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  will  consist  of 
representatives  from  one-third  of  member  churches.  A  representative  is  defined  as  a 
member  of  an  Associational  church  who  is  a  duly  elected  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  4.  Recommendations.  Recommendations  from  the  Executive  Board  will 
be  made  to  the  Association  in  the  October  meeting  or  a  special  called  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

Section  5.  Authority.  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  conduct 
the  business  of  the  Association  between  annual  sessions  but  shall  not  have  the  authority 
to  override  the  decisions  of  the  Association  made  in  the  annual  sessions. 

The  Executive  Board  is  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees  as  needed 
to  perform  its  responsibilities. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  nominate,  in  the  September  meeting,  nominees  to 
serve  as  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator.  These  nominations  shall  be  presented  by  the 
Clerk  to  the  October  meeting. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  position  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the  Executive 
Board  will  request  that  the  Nominating  Committee  recommend  to  the  Executive  Board  a 
Search  Committee  to  fill  this  vacant  position. 

ARTICLE  IV.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Council  shall  include  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Clerk,  the  Sunday  School  Director,  the  W.M.U. 
Director,  the  Brotherhood  Director,  the  Music  Director,  the  Missions  Development 
Director,  the  Stewardship  Director,  the  Youth  Director,  the  Discipleship  Training 
Director,  the  Pastoral  Ministries  Director,  the  Chair  of  the  Personnel  Committee,  the 
Seminary  Extension  Director,  the  chair  of  the  committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
and  the  Chair  of  the  Christian  Life  Committee. 

The  Associational  Council  shall  plan  a  Calendar  of  Associational  activities  and 
foster  communication  among  Associational  Officers,  Chairpersons  and  Directors  of 
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organizations  and  ministries.  The  Council  shall  study  the  needs  of  the  Association,  its 
churches  and  its  people,  proposing  long-term  and  short-term  goals  for  meeting  these 
needs,  developing  plans  for  attaining  these  goals,  and  reviewing  and  evaluating  progress 
toward  attaining  these  goals. 

ARTICLE  V.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  All  Officers  of  the  Association  except  the  Director  of  Missions  shall 
be  elected  by  majority  vote.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  Executive  Board  in  the  September  meeting.  These  nominations  shall  be  placed 
before  the  October  Annual  Meeting  by  the  Clerk.  Other  nominations  may  be  made  from 
the  floor  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominee.  Other  officers,  except  the  Director  of 
Missions,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  No 
Officer,  Director  of  Chairperson  may  serve  more  than  five  consecutive  one-year  terms. 
Other  term  limitations  are  indicated  in  the  appropriate  by-law.  Term  limitations  do  not 
apply  to  the  Director  of  Missions.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of 
the  Annual  Meeting.  Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Board  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  committee. 
However,  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator  between 
meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board  without  nominations 
from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  be  a  person  of  outstanding  spiritual  maturity  and 
commitment,  cooperative  with  and  supportive  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State 
convention  of  North  Carolina,  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Association. 
The  Moderator  shall  support,  promote  and  give  leadership  to  the  ministries  of  the 
Association,  shall  preside  over  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Association  and  all  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees.  The 
Moderator  shall  report  on  the  work  of  the  Executive  Board  to  the  October  meeting. 
This  report  shall  be  included  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  the 
Parliamentarian  and,  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Vice- 
Moderator,  a  committee  of  three  persons  from  the  Executive  Board  who  shall 
recommend  to  the  September  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  a  chairperson  and  five 
other  members  to  serve  as  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association.  The 
Moderator  shall  not  be  eligible  for  election  to  more  than  two  successive  terms. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator,  who  shall  be  a  person  of  outstanding  spiritual 
maturity  and  commitment,  cooperative  and  supportive  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Association, 
shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  designated  by  the  Moderator,  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  Moderator,  and  shall  work  with  the  Moderator  and  the  Director  of 
Missions  in  selecting  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Director  of  Missions,  as  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the 
Association,  shall  implement  policies,  procedures  and  instructions  as  stated  in  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  Manual  of  Policies  and  Procedures,  and  actions  taken  by 
the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely 
with  the  Associational  officers,  committees  and  organizations  in  determining  the  needs 
of  the  Association,  its  member  churches,  its  people,  and  the  area  served  by  the 
Association,  and  in  developing  objectives,  procedures  and  programs  to  meet  these 
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needs.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  counselor  and  shepherd  to  our  churches, 
ministers  and  members.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  all 
committees.  Election  and  term  of  service  of  Director  of  Missions  are  set  forth  in  these 
By-Laws. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  Association,  serving  as  Clerk  at 
all  Executive  Board  meetings  and  all  Annual  Associational  Meetings.  The  Clerk  shall 
record  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Board  and  distribute  these  minutes  at  the  next 
Executive  Board  meeting.  The  Clerk  shall  record  the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Meetings 
and  prepare  copies  of  the  minutes  which  shall  be  distributed  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  October  Annual  Meeting.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  report  forms  to  the  member 
churches  by  September  1  of  each  year  and  request  their  return  to  the  Associational 
office  by  the  second  week  in  October.  The  Clerk  shall  see  that  copies  of  all  Minutes  of 
the  Executive  Board  and  the  Annual  Meetings  are  properly  filed  in  the  Associational 
office.  The  Clerk  shall  present  to  the  October  Annual  Meeting  the  nominations  of  the 
Executive  Board  for  the  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator.  The  Clerk  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  shall  sign  checks  for  the  disbursement 
of  all  funds  as  designated  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board.  The  Treasurer 
shall  submit  a  written  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Board  and  present  a  written 
report  to  the  October  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  This  report  is  to  be  included 
in  the  Book  of  Reports.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  prepared  to  answer  questions  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  books  for  audit 
by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  who  is  not  a  member  of  a  church  in  this  Association. 
This  audit  shall  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an 
ex-officio  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  7.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Director,  W.M.U. 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Seminary 
Extension  Director,  Youth  Ministry  Director,  Music  Director,  Media  Library  Director, 
Missions  Development  Director  and  Pastoral  Ministries  Director  shall  promote  the  work 
of  their  respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  of  their 
organizations  and  encourage  the  organizations  of  new  units  in  the  member  churches. 
They  shall  serve  as  members  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  8.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music  in 
member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board  and  ,  as  requested,  at  other  Associational  functions, 
leading  the  music,  providing  accompaniment  and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  9.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  Association  in  all 
matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed  by  the  Association  and/or 
the  Executive  Board.  They  shall  have  the  power  under  instructions  of  the  Association 
and/  or  the  Executive  Board,  to  hold,  buy,  sell  and  convey  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  conveyance.  The  Trustees 
shall  serve  as  members  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Scholarship  Foundation. 

Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  with  one  Trustee  rotating  off  each  year. 
Trustees  may  not  serve  successive  terms. 

Section  10.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of  the 
Association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value  to  the  Association. 
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Section  11.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Director  shall  assist  the  pastoral  ministry 
teams  of  the  member  churches,  both  personally  and  professionally,  by  planning  and/or 
conducting  educational  programs. 

Section  12.  The  parliamentarian  shall,  upon  request,  advise  the  presiding  officer 
on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows: 
Nominating,  Program,  Church  Advisory,  Missions  Development,  Finance,  Christian 
Life,  Evangelism,  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  Personnel.  All  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  upon  nomination  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Chairpersons  and  Directors  may  not  serve  more  than  five  consecutive  one-year 
terms.  Committee  members  may  not  serve  more  than  two  consecutive  one-year  terms. 
One  year  must  elapse  between  terms  in  all  positions. 

Section  2.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  five 
additional  members,  three  ministers  and  three  lay  persons  who  broadly  represent  the 
area  and  membership  of  the  Association,  elected  by  the  October  Annual  Meeting  upon 
nomination  by  the  Executive  Board,  acting  upon  recommendation  by  a  committee  of 
three  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Vice-Moderator. 
Other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  with  prior  approval  of  the  nominee(s). 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  the  officers  and  the  Standing  Committees  of 
the  Association,  with  the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  members  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  shall  suggest  two  nominees  as 
representatives  to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
with  the  State  Convention  Committee  selecting  one  of  these.  No  person  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  for  more  than  one  elective  office,  except  for 
the  Search  Committee. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  report  to  the  February  Executive  Board  meeting 
department  Directors  and  committee  Chairpersons.  Adoption  of  this  report  by  the 
Executive  Board  authorizes  the  nominee  to  seek  training  opportunities  and  plan  for  the 
coming  year. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  position  for  which  the  Nominating  Committee  holds 
the  responsibility  of  nomination,  the  Committee  will  recommend  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Board  a  person  to  fill  the  position. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Board, 
recommend  a  Search  Committee  to  seek  a  Director  of  Missions.  The  Search  Committee 
shall  be  composed  of  three  lay  persons  and  three  ministers.  No  church  shall  have  two 
members  serving  on  the  Search  Committee. 

No  person  may  serve  two  consecutive  terms  on  the  Nominating  Committee.  No 
church  may  have  more  than  one  person  serving  on  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  four 
members  with  one  member  rotating  off  each  year,  plus  the  host  pastor  or  pastors  of  the 
churches  where  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  during  that  year  and  the  Associational 
Director  of  Music  serving  ex-officio.  This  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the 
Executive  Board  the  host  churches,  speakers  and  programs  for  the  Annual  Meetings  as 
far  in  advance  as  possible. 
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Section  4.  The  Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  chairperson  and 
four  members,  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year.  This  Committee  will  seek  to 
foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation  among  the  member  churches  and  the 
Association.  It  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  other  officers  of 
the  Association,  work  with  churches  that  may  be  experiencing  difficulties  within  the 
fellowship  upon  the  request  of  the  church,  work  with  churches  which  may  be 
experiencing  difficulties  in  the  relationship  with  the  Association,  work  closely  with  the 
Missions  Development  Committee  when  a  church  expresses  a  desire  to  sponsor  a 
mission  church,  and  provide  application  forms  and  information  to  churches  seeking 
membership  in  the  Association,  making  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Executive 
Board. 

Section  5.  The  Missions  Development  Committee  shall  consist  of  Director,  plus 
six  members  serving  two-year  terms  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year. 

The  Missions  Development  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning, 
conducting,  and  evaluating  the  Association's  mission  program.  It  shall  provide  and 
interpret  information  regarding  mission  needs  in  the  Associational  field,  shall  make 
recommendations  regarding  these  needs  to  the  churches  in  the  Association,  and  shall 
train  church  Missions  Committees  for  their  work  and  shall  assist  churches  in  doing 
mission  work. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Stewardship  Director,  who 
shall  serve  as  Chairperson,  and  six  members  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year. 
The  Associational  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  this  Committee. 
The  Committee  is  charged  with  the  promotion  of  stewardship  in  the  Association.  It 
shall  prepare  a  proposed  budget  for  the  Association  and  shall  recommend  a  financial 
plan  for  subscribing  the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  by  September  1  of  each  year.  The  Committee  shall 
meet  periodically  throughout  the  year  to  monitor  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Association  and  recommend  any  necessary  changes  or  constraints  to  the  Executive 
Board. 

The  Stewardship  Director  shall  lead  the  Association  and  its  member  churches  in 
the  development  and  implementation  of  Christian  stewardship. 

Section  7.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members  with  two  rotating  off  each  year.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  persons  who 
are  informed  and  concerned  about  critical  moral  and  social  issues.  It  shall  inform  the 
churches  of  critical  moral  and  social  issues  and  then  lead  in  Christian  action  to  meef 
those  needs. 

Section  8.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  foui 
members  with  one  rotating  off  each  year.  The  committee  shall  develop  and  promote  a 
continuing  program  of  evangelism  among  the  member  churches  by  providing  training 
and  inspirational  opportunities  for  all  interested  persons.  The  Committee  shall  also 
plan  and  promote  an  annual  evangelism  conference  for  the  Association. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist  of  a 
Chairperson  and  three  members,  with  one  member  rotating  off  each  year.  It  shall 
review  all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  the  Policies  and 
Procedures  Manual,  and  shall  submit  such  changes  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
which  it  deems  pertinent  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  Association,  its  committees 
and  organizations.  All  proposed  changes,  whether  from  individuals,  committees  oi 
organizations  shall  be  submitted  to  this  Committee  not  later  than  April  of  each  year,  in 
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order  to  meet  deadline  for  submitting  proposed  changes.  All  changes  proposed  by  this 
Committee  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  members  not  less  than  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Section  10.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members  from  six  different  member  churches  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year. 
The  Committee  is  responsible  to  the  Association  through  the  Executive  Board  for 
supervising  the  Director  of  Missions/Associational  Covenant.  The  Director  of  Missions 
is  responsible  for  supervising  the  paid  staff  of  the  Association  in  consultation  with  the 
Personnel  Committee,  according  to  the  job  descriptions.  The  Committee  shall  conduct 
an  annual  evaluation  of  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  paid  staff,  and  shall 
recommend  whether  to  continue  employment  beyond  retirement  age.  The  Personnel 
Committee  will  develop  job  descriptions  for  paid  staff  positions  in  consultation  with  the 
Director  of  Missions,  as  need  may  arise,  making  periodic  studies  of  the  personnel  needs 
of  the  Association,  bringing  to  the  Executive  Board  recommendations  concerning  the 
creation  of  new  staff  positions.  The  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Personnel  Committee 
shall  constitute  the  Search  Committee  for  the  securing  of  ministerial  staff.  All  job 
descriptions  and  personnel  policies  for  staff  and  ministerial  positions  will  be 
recommended  to  the  Executive  Board  for  its  approval  prior  to  implementation. 

The  Director  of  Missions,  in  consultation  with  the  Personnel  Committee,  has  full 
authority  to  employ  or  terminate  any  paid  support  staff,  including  secretary, 
groundskeeper,  and  custodian.  The  calling  or  the  termination  of  all  professional 
ministers  to  the  Association's  paid  staff  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Board, 
requiring  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Board. 

The  Committee  shall  recommend  annual  staff  compensation  adjustments,  in 
coordination  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  inclusion  in 
the  annual  proposed  budget. 

Section  11.  The  Properties  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members,  three  women  and  three  men,  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year.  This 
Committee  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  administer  the 
maintenance  of  all  Associational  property.  This  will  be  accomplished  through 
submitting  budget  requests,  maintaining  an  inventory,  and  seeing  that  proper  insurance 
coverage  is  carried. 

Section  12.  All  Officers,  Department  Directors  and  Committee  Chairs  shall  avail 
themselves  of  training  which  will  enhance  their  service,  submit  written  reports  to  the 
Executive  Board  as  needed,  and  submit  an  annual  report  which  shall  be  included  in  the 
Book  of  Reports. 

ARTICLE  VL  CALLING  AND  TERM  OF  SERVICE  OF  DIRECTOR  OF 
MISSIONS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

Notice  of  a  motion  to  call  or  to  terminate  a  Director  of  Missions  or  any 
professional  minister  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board  members  at 
least  30  days  prior  to  the  meeting  during  which  the  vote  on  such  motion  will  be  taken, 
and  shall  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  those  voting. 
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ARTICLE  VII.  AMENDMENTS 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided  that  a  minimum  of 
30  days  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member  churches.
